My  Lord, 

From  the  same  motive,  viz.  the  love 
of  truth,  with  the  most  pure  principles  of  hu- 
manity and  benevolence,  that  caused  me  to 
write  the  above  letter  twenty-eight  years  ago, 
which  then  saved  the  life  of  a  meritorious  Bri* 

2  tish 
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tisft  uilicer,  I  am  induced  now  to  submit  the 
following  just  and  candid  information  to  you, 
in  ardent  hopes  of  similar  success,  notwith- 
standing your  avowed  partiality  to  the  inocula- 
tion of  the  human  race  with  Cow-Pox,  as  a 
certain  means  of  preventing,  or  even  (with  still 
greater  presumption  J  eradicating  the  Small- 
Pox,  to  which  disease  they  are  liable  only  once 
in  their  lives. 

I  shall  make  no  comment  on  the  intem- 
perate manner  in  which  this  subject  has  been 
treated  by  gentlemen  of  a  most  liberal  and 
enlightened    profession,  on  their  substituting 
assertion  for  argument,   and,  instead  of  fair, 
candid   reasoning,  having  recourse  to  cavil- 
ling on  words   without  meaning,  wild  and 
often  vulgar  invective  and  declamation,  and 
even  the  grossest  personal  abuse  and  calumny 
against  all  those  who  oppose  them,  although 
with  only  a  simple  relation  of  incontrovertible 
facts.     This,  no  doubt,  evinces  the  weakness 
of  their  cause,  if  not  the  wickedness  of  such 
supporters,  who  may  as  well  endeavour  to  con- 
vince the  public,  by  a  protracted  confusion  of 
words  and  imposing  assurances,  that  two  and 

two 
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two  do  not  make  four.— Such  is  the  force  of 
truth,  and  the  folly  of  its  opposers. 

But,  when  the  most  unqualified  falsehoods 
are  published  to  the  world,  as  they  have  been 
respecting  the  death  of  my  poor  martyred 
child  in  1802,  it  certainly  evinces  the  de- 
famer  to  be  better  qualified  for  one  of  the 
gloomy  tyrant's  secret  executioners  of  tor- 
ture, than  the  mild,  humane  profession  of 
healing,  for  he  has  torn  open  the  wounds,  and 
renewed  the  miseries  of  the  hearts  of  parents, 
who  beheld  their  poor  innocent  infant  expire 
in  the  most  excruciating  agonies,  which  he 
had  suffered  for  six  long  months  of  his  short 
existence,  viz.  from  the  time  he  was  inoculated 
with  the  Cow-Pox,  until  he  was  delivered 
from  it  by  Death. 

There  is  no  parent,  indeed  there  can  be  no 
friend  to  humanity,  but  must  reprobate  and 
hold  such  conduct  in  abhorrence,  excepting 
the  clan  of  persons  I  have  just  hinted  at,  and  the 
calumniator's  devoted  friend  and  coadjutor  in 
falsehood,  who,  I  must  confess,  has  approved 
himself  to  be  a  very  proper  and  fitting  friend 
and  supporter  of  such  a  champion,  in  such  a 
cause.

I  trust  I  need  not  apologize  to  the  rest  of 
mankind  for  this  strong  language,  as  I  have  no 
doubt  they  will  excuse  it,  alter  perusing  the 
following  plain  and  candid  statement  of  facts. 

Although  a  physician  myself  of  thirty-five 
years  most  extensive  and  successful  practice, 
(excepting  the  time  in  which  I  was  serving 
my  King  and  country  in  arms)  and  having 
been  often  in  consultation  with  the  first  physi- 
cians in  London,  particularly  ihe  late  Dr.  War- 
ren, Dr.  Turton,  and  Dr.  Brocclesby,  as  well 
as  many  practitioners  of  equal  eminence  and 
respectability  now  living,  I  should  not  have 
mentioned  a  word  of  this,  had  not  a  Dr.  Robert 
John  Thornton,  of  No.  1,  Hind-street,  Man- 
chester-square, London,  supported  by  his  echo, 
Philip  Cribble,  surgeon,  apothecary,  man-mid- 
uije,  bleeder,  cupper,  tooth- drawer,  corn-cutter, 
and  vaccinator,  of  Billericay,  Essex,  thought 
proper  to  accuse  me  publicly  ot  "  murdering 
*$  viy  child  by  salivation,  of  nearly  destroying 
"  my  wife  by  the  same  means,  and  that 
"  I  myself  might  have  been  a  negro-doctor  in 
u  America  — all  which  but  too  plainly  evinces 
Ins  malevolent  heart,  as  well  as  his  complete

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ignorance  respecting  me ;  for  I  never  saw  or 
even  heard  of  this  hired  scribbler,  this  public

Thornton  and  H ill,  which  consequently  in- 
duced me  to  class  him  with  the  Dumainaducs 
and  Loutherbergs,  of  animal  magnetism  ;  the 
Yeildalls,  of  medicated  belts ;  the  Perkins' 
of  metallic  tractors;  the  buckle-maker  of 
the  Dispensary  in  Soho-square  ;  the  late  porter 
of  Cork-street ;  the  breeches-maker  of  Blooms- 
bury-square  ;  the  stay-maker  of  Brook-street ; 
the  taylor  of  Golden-square ;  the  worm-shaver 
of  Long-acre  ;  the  barber  of  King-street,  Hoi- 
born,  with  his  embrocation  for  the  whooping- 
cough  ;  the  flashy  Jew,  with  his  nervous  cor- 
dial, of  shoe-black  notoriety  in  Petticoat-lane,

"  *  CASE  24. — "  According  to  yourre- 
"  '  quest,  I  send  you  inclosed  the  case  of  a 
"  '  child  of  mine,  who  was  inoculated  with 
u  *  the  cow-pox,  which  proved  fatal  to  the 
**  '  poor  infant.  During  the  time  the  cow- 
"  6  pox  inoculation  was  introduced,  and 
u  *  brought  into  general  practice,  I  was 
*'  *  abroad,  and  having  heard  repeatedly  the 
"  1  most  favourable  and  flattering  account  of 
"  '  its  success,  was  induced,  when  I  came 
u  '  home,  to  have  my  child  vaccinated. 

"  *  On  the  8th  of  April,  1802,  the  child, 
<c  '  twenty-two  days  old,  being  in  perfect 
"  c  health,  was  inoculated  with  good  laudable

"  *  purated  agreeably,  and  on  the  ninth  day  it

"  '  ingto  Dr.  Jenner's  description.  But  on  the 
u  '  14th,  the  inflammation  on  the  arm  re* 

"  9  turned, 
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4  4  turned,  and  extended  to  a  very  alarming 
"  *  degree,  accompanied  with  hard  painful 
"  4  tumours  and  blotches,  which  terminated 
u  4  in  obstinate  phagedenic  sores  and  ulcers, 
"  '  resisting  every  internal  medicine,  as  well  as 
"  4  all  external  applications.  The  poor  pitiable 
"  *  infant  was  constantly  in  a  state  of  restless- 
°  '  ness,  owing  to  the  most  excruciating  pain, 
44  4  medicines  not  having  the  smallest  effect. 
**  *  Having  been  in  great  and  general  practice 
44  4  myself,  and  from  the  appearance  of  the 
44  4  eruption  and  its  obstinacy  in  respect  to 
44  4  cure,  I  was  led  to  consider  the  cow-pox 
44  4  virus  as  possessing  a  *  specific  scrophulous 
44  4  nature*  ( suspected  venereal  taint* ),  or  as  an 
"  '  infection  of  the  same  deleterious  quality  : 
"  *  and  having  experienced  the  good  ef- 
u  4  fects  of  mercury  in  a  vitiated  state  of  the 
44  4  blood  and  other  juices,  I  was  determined 
44  '  to  make  a  trial  of  this  medicine,  as  most 
44  4  likely  to  eradicate  the  poison  out  of  the 

44  4  system 


*  In  my  hasty  writing  of  this  letter,  the  manuscript  here 
perhaps  not  being  legible,  Dr.  Squirrell  mistook  my  meaning  ^ 
and  inserted  the  above^  instead  of t(  suspected  venereal  taint** 
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f*  9  system.    It  was  therefore  applied  by  fric- 
w  '  tion  to  the  child,  and  giren  internally  to 
"  6  ti  e  mother,  who  suckled  him  with  a  good 
"  '  breast  of  milk.    By  this  method  the  vio- 
"  9  lence  of  the  symptoms  considerably  abat- 
"  *  ed.    Although  the  child  was  very  much 
"  9  relieved  by  the  use  of  mercury,  yet  he 
"  9  constantly  suffered  more  or  less  from  pain, 
"  '  intermitting  fever,  and  restlessness.  The 
99  9  mother  took  him  to  some  distance  into  the 
99  9  country.    Soon  after,  the  violence  of  the 
99  6  above  symptoms  returned,  and  the  child 
"  9  died  in  the  most  agonizing  pain  on  the  1st

"  '  may  make  use  of  it  as  your  own  discretion

*'  c  shall  feel  myself  satisfied  in  having  done

Sluart  shewed  himself  in 
u  this  a  better  barrack-master  than  a  doctor. 

"  As  to  myself,  I  have  vaccinated  several 
"  hundreds,  and  with  the  greatest  success,  and 
"  never  observed  in  any  of  my  patients  symp- 
"  toms  of  following  scrophula. 

"  The  medical  gentlemen  in  this  town, 
'*  who  are  four  in  number,  equally  with  my- 
f  self  practise  and  approve  of  vaccination,  and 
"  recommend  it  to  families.

"  I  am  quite  astonished  how  Dr.  Moseley, 
"  a  Member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,, 
"  with  Dr.  Rowley,  could  condescend  to  steal 
"  such  a  narrative  from  Dr.  Squirrell,  who  is 
"  indeed  a  very  good  apothecary,  and  one  of 
"  the  best  of  the  advertizing  fraternity,  but 
**  surely  no  sufficient  authority  to  be  received 
"  by  them  as  their  oracle  of  information/* 
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Answers  to  and  Remarks  on  Dr.  Thorn- 
ton's Observations,  No.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5, 
6,  and  7  ; — Gribble's  Letter  ; — and  their 
joint  Charge  against  me  for  the  Murder  of  my 
Child. 

1st.  Dr.  Thornton,  with  a  complete  dere- 
liction of  all  decency,  has  exposed  his  own 
ignorance  by  insinuations  against  the  opposers 
of  vaccination,  equally  false  and  contemptible. 
He  says,  he  feels  "  proud  that  all  his  brothers 
"  in  education, "  who  he  confesses  are  ignorant 
of  the  first  principles  of  the  profession,  espouse 
vaccination.  If  we  may  judge  of  Dr.  Thorn- 
ton's medical  talents  by  his  literary  follies,  he 
has,  it  is  hoped,  but  few  "  brothers  in  educa- 
"  tion"  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine.  He 
undoubtedly  believes  that  the  studies  of  divi- 
nity and  botany  are  more  necessary  for  the 
education  of  a  physician,  than  surgery  or  phar- 
macy; that  those  so  qualified  all  espouse 
vaccination,  and  that  they  only  are  fit  to  prac- 
tise physic. 

Is  Dr.  Squirrell  not  to  be  credited,  be- 
cause Dr.  Thornton  says,  that  he  advertises 
Tonic  powders  ?    (I  have  never  seen  nor  heard

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of  such  an  advertisement  by  Dr.  Squirrell, 
nor  do  I  believe  it  can  be  produced.)  And  has 
not  Dr.  Thornton  advertised  oxygen  or  medi- 
cated air  ? — His  attacks  on  Dr.  Squirrell,  with 
whom  he  has  always  been  in  habits  of  the 
greatest  intimacy  and  most  perfect  friendship, 
(and  by  whom  Mrs.  Thornton,  a  lady  repre- 
sented as  one  of  the  best  of  women,  is  at- 
tended as  an  accoucheur)  are  most  ungrate- 
ful. He  calls  him  "  a  very  good  apothecary,  and 
"  one  of  the  best  of  the  advertizing  fraternity 
thereby  insinuating  that  Dr.  Squirrell  is  no 
physician;  this  is  despicable  and  treacherous, 
worthy  only  of  Dr.  Thornton,  whose  vera- 
city and  consistency  are  perfectly  alike. — 
What  a  degraded  and  disgraceful  writer!  what 
a  reasoner !  what  a  contemptible  physician ! 
what  a  treacherous  Judas ! 

Bui  of  what  effect  is  all  this  abuse  and 
ribaldry  in  confuting  the  case  he  contends 
against  ?  *

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2nd.  I  certainly  resided  in  Bloomsbury-

How  can  Thornton  assert  this  of  a  person  whom  he  never 
saw  or  spoke  to  ?— And  what  has  this  to  do  with  my  child  falling 
a  sacrifice  to  the  cow-pox  ?  What  can  this  contemptible  scrib- 
bler mean  by  the  above  note  ?  Must  it  not  be  to  insult  my 
feel  ings,  as  he  also  endeavours  to  do  by  his  observation,  "  I 
"  Jind  there  is  undoubtedly  the  same  person  there,  a  barrack - 
(e  master  of  that  name'' 

How  despicable  is  this  hireling  scribbler,  this  cow-poison 
champion! — And  how  destitute  of  honour  and  liberality  must 
his  employers  be,  to  encourage  such  miserable  personalities,  such 
infamous  universal  scurrility  against  a  person,  who  neither  knows, 
nor  ever  meant  to  offend  one  of  them,  or  any  person  living ;  and 
whose  sorrow  and  grief  for  the  lamented  death  of  his  poor  mar- 
tyred innocent,  was  sufficiently  severe  and  distressing  to  his 
heart  (having  laid  the  whole  charge  of  that  fatal  event  to  him- 
self, for  inconsiderately  permitting  his  child  to  be  inoculated 
with  the  cow-poison)  without  his  being  also  defamed,  and  most 
fcasely  slandered  four  years  afterwards,  and  even  the  misfortunes 
of  his  family  brought  against  him.

conduct,  character,  or  principles,  through  a  life  of  the  mo* 
trying  misfortunes  and  grievous  afflictions,  ever  disgraced  my. 
family,  or  justified  such  treatment  as  I  hare  now  met  with. 

This 
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I  have  let  to  James  Stirling,  Esq.  But  what 
can  the  inconsistent  Thornton  mean  by  this? 
He  was  angry  and  abusive  about  a  case  in 
Cross-street,  (see  Vaccinas  Vindicia,  p.  322) 
because  "  the  street  was  mean  and  filthy,  and 
the  persons  wretchedly  poor  ;"  and  now  he  quar- 
rels with  Bloorasbury-square. 

3d.  If  I  said  that  I  had  been  in  great 
and  general  practice,  it  was  strictly  true.,  and 
can  be  attested  by  Dr.  Squirrell,  and  many 
others  in  London.  But  I  did  not  say  abroad  ; 
that  falsehood  was  left  for  Dr.  Robert  John 
Thornton  to  add.

This  I  trust  for  forgiveness  in  mentioning,  being  so  illibe- 
rally and  barbarously  dragged  from  my  humble  obscurity  into 
public  notice,  and  for  the  purpose  of  public  ridicule,  by  a  base  de- 
tractor, for  whom  language  is  Wanting  for  a  proper  name. 

As  to  his  reproach  of  being  a  barrack-master,  that  situation 
lias  been  considered  by  Government  as  an  honourable  asylum  or 
retreat  for  meritorious  veteran  military  officers,  that  they  might 
enjoy,  otium  cum  dignitate,  in  passing  down  the  vale  of  years. 
Although  indeed  I  have  found  it  opera  gravis  cum  convicio  :  yet 
it  is  certainly  a  public  situation  of  honour,  not  of  reproach. 

And,  although  I  delight  in,  .and  hold  my  profession  (as  a 
physician)  as  most  honourable,  even  so  much  so,  that  no  other 
could  be  so  gratifying  to  me,  as  it  enables  me  to  relieve  and 
restore  to  health  my  afflicted  fellow- creatures,  in  distress  and 
pain  j  yet  my  present  situation  is  no  less  respectable  for  such 
sentiments. 
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4th.  Thornton  says,  that  my  complete 
ignorance  is  proved,  by  talking  of  my  child 
being  inoculated  with  "  laudable  vaccine  matter;" 
and,  in  the  next  sentence,  pronounces  "  that  all 
matter  is  pus"  Now  it  is  universally  allowed, 
that  whatever  is  not  spirit,  is  matter;  that  what- 
ever we  can  see,  hear,  or  feel,  is  matter ;  there- 
fore, according  to  Thornton,  whatever  is  not 
spirit,  is  pus;  every  thing  we  can  see,  hear,  or 
feel,  is  pus,  and  that  the  whole  of  this  material 
world  is  consequently  pus.  Such  folly  !  such 
nonsense  ! 

At  the  same  time  this  modest  writer,  this 
caviller  on  words,  Dr.  Robert  John  Thorn- 
ton, makes  use  of  the  very  same  expression 
throughout  his  pamphlet,  particularly  in  page 
376,  "  stale  matter,  vaccine  matter,  &c. ;  and 
page  381,  "  Fresh  matter,  matter  from  another 
'*  person"  &c.  &c.  &c.  Was  there  ever  such 
matchless  effrontery  ? — Or  if  he  snarls  at  the 
word  laudable,  he  certainly  shews  his  teeth  to 
as  little  purpose,  being  too  useless  to  bite,  or 
hurt  those  whom  he  wishes  to  annoy  ;  as  lauda- 
ble or  commendable  is  perhaps  a  more  appro- 
priate expression  than  any  other  that  could  have 
been  selected, — Yet  this  same  Dr,  Robert  John 

Thornton 
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Thornton  professes  himself  to  be  a  perfect 
Esculapius  in  cow-pox :  thus  what  *  proves 
complete  ignorance,  in  us,  is  in  him  a  criterion 
of  the  most  wonderful  skill/  What  can  be  more 
absurd  and  impudent  ? 

5th.  I  can  only  repeat  the  well-authenti- 
cated fact,  that  the  inflammation  certainly  re- 
turned, as  was  stated  in  the  case ;  and  it  is 
well  known  to  occur  in  multitudes  of  instances, 
and  almost  all  fatal,  Yet  upon  no  ground  what- 
ever, but  his  own  ipse  dixit,  Thornton  has  the 
assurance  to  contradict  this  well-attested  truth, 
which  can  be  proved  by  the  testimony  of  four 
most  respectable  witnesses  upon  oath.  And 
this  also  he  gives  as  "  a  positive  proof  of  com- 
plete ignorance,  or  mis-information"  both  in 
Mr.  Canadine  and  myself. — Surely  no.  man 
ever  possessed  such  consummate  impudence  as 
this  Dr.  Pus !  Is  it  possible  to  forbear  treating 
such  a  man,  and  such  a  writer,  with  the  most 
marked  and  merited  contempt  ? 

6th.  Mr.  Canadine,  (whom  I  have  always 
considered  as  a  worthy,  honest  man,)  as  I 
really  expected,  positively  denies  every  one  of 
these  assertions  and  calumnies,  respecting  the 
case,  the  child,  Mrs.  Smyth  Stuart,  and  me, 

which 
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which  Thornton  has  fathered  upon  him. 
Even  Mr.  Canadine,  to  whom  this  Dr. 
Pus  has  been  extremely  troublesome,  and 
whom  he  has  insulted  and  injured  beyond  all 
means  of  extenuation  or  redress,  by  holding 
him  up  publicly  to  the  world  as  the  author  of 
the  most  atrocious  and  abominable  falsehoods  in 
his  book,  has  nfit  escaped  the  venom  of  Dr. 
Pus's  calumniating  pen,  in  the  following  insi- 
nuation: "  Unless,  indeed,  Mr.  Canadine, 
"  the  vaccinator,  did  take  some  laudable  pus, 
"  (as  the  Maiden  surgeon  did)  instead  of  the 
46  vaccine  fluid" 

7th.  It  was  never  my  opinion,  and  I  never 
said,  that  mercury  was  a  specific  for  scrophula. 
But  I  knew  it  to  be  a  certain  remedy  for  Lues 
Venerea",  and  our  poor  child  remaining  most 
cruelly  afflicted,  and  no  better  from  all  the 
skill  and  experience  of  Mr.  Canadine,  I  was 
induced  to  consider  the  origin  of  the  cow- 
pox,  viz.  from  stable-helpers  rubbing  the  sharp 
acrimonious  matter  from  the  fetlocks  of  a  dis- 
eased horse,  and  with  their  hands  fraught  and 
saturated  therewith,  milking  the  cows;  know- 
ing also  the  depravity  of  such  persons,  and  that 

they 
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4  they  were  almost  universally  tainted  with  ano- 
ther disease,  not  brutal,  but  almost  as  bad,  viz. 
the  Lues  Venerea,  I  concluded  that  the  virus 
of  that  vile  disease  might  also  have  been  ino- 
culated into  the  human  system  along  with 
that  of  the  beasts ;  and  it  was  from  this  con- 
sideration that  I  had  recourse  to  mercury  :  a 
conclusion  and  determination  which  I  com- 
municated to  Mr.  Canadine  at  the  time. 

The  event  proved  that  my  opinion  was 
well  founded,  by  the  disease,  as  far  as  venereal 
virus  extended,  yielding  immediately  to  the 
remedy,  and  abating  in  all  its  violent  symp- 
toms ;  but  the  brutal  part  of  the  inoculated 
poison  was  never  subdued,  and  at  last  proved 
fatal    to  the  poor  innocent,  tortured  martyr. 
However,  as  to  my  salivating  my  wife  or  child $ 
there  never  was  a  more  infernal  falsehood  in- 
vented.   I  gave  only  six  grains  of  calomel 
to  Mrs.  Smyth  Stuart,  at  night,  along  with  nine 
grains  of  socotrine  aloes,  once :  and  for  the 
child  I  directed  fifteen  grains  of  stronger  mer- 
curial ointment  lowered  with  pomatum,  to  be 
divided  in  six  parts,  one  of  which  wras  rubbed 
into  the  sores  and  tumors  morning  and  night: 
this  was  all  the  mercury  used, 
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It  is  well  known  that  this  could  not  possi- 
bly affect  the  mouth,  much  less  produce  sail* 
vation ;  and  even  this,  also,  was  months  previous 
to  the  infant's  death. 

It  is  likewise  well  known  to  Dr.  Squir- 
rell,  who,  when  an  apothecary,  prepared 
(for  years)  great  numbers  of  my  prescrip- 
tions,, as  well  as  called  me  in  to  visit  his 
patients,  and  likewise  to  many  other  most 
respectable  surgeons  and  apothecaries  in  Lon- 
don that  it  neve?'  was  my  'practice  to  salivate,  even 
in  the  worst  stages  of  the  Lues  Venerea, 
which  I  always  found  very  easily  cured  with- 
out such  harsh  treatment.  Yet  these  men, 
Thornton  and  Gribble,  assert,  "  that  he 
(Dr.  Smyth  Stuart)  salivated  his  wife  (a  beau- 
tiful young  woman,  20  years  younger  than 
her  husband),  employed  mercury  to  the  child,  both 
inxcardly  and  outwardly,  and  put  this  poor  infant 
under  a  course  of  mercury  for  four  or  five 
weeks  which,"  says  Thornton  "  /  do  not  hesitate 
"  to  say,  if  pursued  as  an  example,  would  lead  to 
M  the  destruction  of  thousands"  So  far  Thornton* 
— His  well-matched  correspondent,  Gribble  % 
asserts,  that  "  his  (Dr.  Smyth  Stuart's)  wife 
"  fortunately  escaped  ;  for  having  a  good  constU 
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tut  ion,  she  outlived  the  pernicious  effects  of  the 
mercury;  but  the  infant  certainly  fell  a  victim 
to  so  violent  and  ill-judged  a  practice" — Thornton 
knows  nothing  of  me,  and  never  saw  me,  my 
wife,  or  my  child  ;  and  Gribble  asserts  the 
above  falsehood,  although  the  child  died  some 
years  before  he  ever  saw  me;  and  notwithstand- 
ing his  being  fully  informed  of  the  real  truth, 
as  above  stated,  frequently,  previous  to  his  writ- 
ing his  letter  to  Thornton.  But  the  purest 
innocence,  the  most  distinguished  humanity, 
and  even  truth  itself,  are  neither  security  nor 
defence  against  such  unblushing,  aviacious 
propagators  of  falsehood. 

From  this  specimen,  the  public  may 
form  a  fair  estimation  and  judgment  of  the 
candour  .and  veracity  of  the  rest  of  Thornton's 
correspondents ,  as  well  as  of  his  own— not  one 

SENTENCE  DESERVING  TO  BE  CREDITED. 

Dr.  Thornton's  transforming  our  poor 
unfortunate  boy  into  a  girl  (page  335), 
is  a  very  trifle  with  him ;  yet,  trifle  as  it  is, 
it  must  evince  how  completely  he  misre- 
presents every  part  of  this  case,  against  which 
he  has  avowedly  declared  himself  a  most  ma- 
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lignant  and  implacable  foe ;  and  for  no  reason 
whatever,  but  its  stubborn  and  incontrovertible 
truth ; 

As  to  Philip  Gribble's  letter,  it  evidently 
appears  to  be  a  mere  echo  of  one  from  Dr. 
Thornton  to  him,  which  ought  also  to  have 
been  inserted,  as  without  ii,  it  is  incomplete, 
and  is  also  at  variance  with  real  facts,  which, 
indeed,  he  well  knew  at  the  time  he  wrote 
it :  but  Gribble's  letter  carries  so  much  evi- 
dent conviction  of  stupid  ignorance  and  male- 
volent falsehood  in  its  face,  that  it  scarcely 
needs  f^eply  or  comment. 

After  this,  let  the  world  judge  what  de- 
gree of  credit  is  due  to  Dr.Thornton,  to  such  a 
man,  such  a  writer,  such  a  calumniator,  in  any 
thing  he  can  advance ;  a  man  who  had  the 
impudence  and  folly  to  oppose  himself  to 
Dr. — Mosely ;  who  accused  Dr.  Rowley  of 
being  a  fool  and  a  madman  ;  and  me  of  being 
ignorant  and  a  murderer,  even  of  my  own 
child.  Dr.  Moseley's  wrath  he  perhaps  thought 
he  could  appease  by  subsequent  homage,  which 
he  has  been  daily  offering  to  him  ever  since.— 
From  Dr.  Rowley  he  knew  himself  secure 

from 
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from  personal  resentment,  as  he  took  care  not 
to  pubiish  his  work  until  after  Dr.  Rowley's 
death. — From  me  he  possibly  expected  the  same 
safety,  having  been  these  two  years  past,  and 
especially  at  the  time  he  received  his  friend 
Gribble's  letter,  almost  in  the  last  stage  of  a 
pulmonary  consumption,  without  even  a  hope 
of  surviving  the  ensuing  winter. — But  the  Al- 
mighty Creator  and  Ruler  of  all  Worlds, 
the  blessed  God  of  Truth  and  Virtue,  has 
been  pleased  to  spare  my  life  perhaps  for  some 
time  longer,  and  to  restore  me  to  health,  by 
a  remedy  the  most  simple,  and  in  a  manner 
almost  miraculous*,  to  vindicate  my  character, 
and  defend  the  honest  truth,  against  such  .base 
calumniators,  and  to  chastise  them  properly, 
and  expose  them  to  the  world  in  their  true 
colours. 

As  to  myself,  in  the  years  1795  and  6,  I 
went  abroad  a  third  time,  not  as  a  negro-doctor, 
as  Thornton  has  so  impudently  insinuated, 
but  in  the  service  of  my  King  and  country ; 

was 
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Pec«mber,  1800, 
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was  three  times  shipwrecked  in  Admiral  Chris- 
tian's fleet,  and  at  length  arrived  in  St.  Do- 
mingo,  when  7600  men  were  carried  off  by 
the  yellow  fever  in  five  weeks.  My  wife 
accompanied  me,  and  shared  all  my  hardships 
and  dangers,  and,  as  well  as  myself,  had  the 
yellow  fever ;  and  we  were  among  the  very 
few  that  survived.  There,  although  not  on  the 
medical  staff,  I  had  the  felicity  of  being  the 
means  of  arresting  the  progress  of  that  dreadful 
malady  ;  for  I  was  better  known  in  the  army 
as  a  physician,  than  in  the  department  in 
which  I  was  placed,  and  my  prescriptions 
were  prepared  at  the  General  Hospital. 

Of  this  fact,  however,  I  have  made  no 
boast,  nor  have  I  made  any  secret  of  the 
remedy. 

Returning  through  America,  the  same  year, 
(where  I  was  also  well  known  as  a  physician) 
we  were  both  attacked  by  that  dreadful  dis- 
ease a  second  time,  and  had  equal  success  in 
the  cure. 

At  Walworth  I  awaited  the  orders  of  a 
secret  expedition,  of  the  very  highest  impor- 
tance, of  which  I  was  to  have  the  command. 
Even  there  I  was  known  as  a  physician  to 

every 
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every  respectable  medical  gentleman  in  the 
place,  and  had  the  happiness  of  restoring  some 
of  the  afflicted  to  health  :  to  me  the  greatest  of 
all  pleasures."*  At 

*  That  this  was  universally  known,  not  only  to  Mr.  Cana- 
dine  in  particular,  but  also  to  every  other  person,  will  appear 
evident  from  a  public  trial  of  a  most  malevolent,  ill-disposed 
foreigner,  (who  pretended  that  he  was  a  Polish  Nobleman, 
but  turned  out  to  be  the  son  of  a  blacksmith  of  Memel,  in 
Prussia)  of  the  most  debauched,  degraded,  cruel,  and  violent 
character,  who,  with  his  brother,  of  a  similar  disposition, 
abused  and  cruelly  beat  all  the  children  and  many  of  the  women 
that  came  in  their  way,  merely  to  gratify  their  horrid  malignant 
dispositions. 

This  malevolent  savage  committed  a  violent  assault  upon 
my  two  children,  and  on  the  servant  that  attended  them,  on 
the  21st  of  May,  and  continued  to  harrass  and  abuse  me,  and 
my  whole  family,  during  all  the  time  our  poor  suffering  infant 
was  ill,  and  even  until  his  death,  without  any  cause  or  provoca- 
tion, or  even  knowledge  of  us  whatsoever,  which  added  griev- 
ously to  the  affliction  of  parents  whose  minds  were  so  much  dis- 
tressed as  ours  were.

Surry  Quarter  Sessions. 

"  Yesterday  the  adjourned  Quarter  Sessions  for  Surry  were 
£eld  at  the  new  Sessions-house,  in  Horsemonger-lane,  South- 
ward 
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At  the  peace  I  settled  again  in  my  profes- 
sion (as  I  hoped  for  life),  in  Bloomsbury- 


wark.  The  Court  was  occupied  nearly  the  whole  of  the  day  ia 
the  following  cause. 

"  Ambrose  Kroehl,  a  Prussian,  a  man  in  the  mercantile 
line  of  business,  was  indicted  for  assaulting  Hannah  Akroyd, 
and  two  beautiful  female  children,  in  Surry-square,  on  the  21st 
of  May  last.  The  circumstances,  as  they  were  detailed  in  evi- 
dence, attach  much  malignity  of  disposition  to  the  defendant, 
as  the  children  presented  as  forcible  a  picture  of  infantine  love- 
liness as  we  ever  beheld. 

"  The  Counsel  for  the  prosecution  opened  the  case  with 
considerable  feeling,  and  by  pointing  to  the  children  (than 
whom  we  never  saw  two  more  beautifully  interesting),  stating, 
that  they  had  both  been  severely  hurt,  and  one  so  much  so  as  to 
be  unable  to  walk  for  several  days,  by  the  unprovoked  violence 
of  the  defendant. 

"  Hannah  Akroyd  deposed,  that  she  is  upper  servant  in 
the  family  of  Major  Stuart,  and  that  on  the  day  mentioned  in 
the  indictment,  as  she  was  walking  with  the  Major's  two  chil- 
dren, she  observed  the  defendant  and  his  brother  engaged  in  a 
quarrel  with  some  young  men  in  the  square,  upon  the  subject 
of  which  she  was  speaking  to  a  lady  who  lived  within  a  door  or 
two  of  the  defendant,  when  she  was  accosted  from  a  window  by 
the  defendant's  wife,  between  whom  and  herself  some  little 
altercation  took  place  ;  very  soon  after  which  she  was  forcibly 
pushed  off  the  Terrace  into  the  road  by  the  defendant,  who  at 
the  same  time  desired  her  to  go  home  ;  and  on  her  again  getting 
upon  the  Terrace  to  take  care  of  the  children,  who  were  much 
alarmed,  as  she  was  also,  the  defendant,  with  both  his  hands, 
and  with  great  violence,  a  second  time  threw  her  from  the 
Terrace,  together  with  the  two  children,  in  consequence  of 
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Square:  but,  in  October  1803,  I  was  ordered 
by  Government  to  this  place,  where,  from  the 

first 


which  they  all  fell  on  their  faces  into  the  road,  by  which  both 
of  the  children  were  much  hurt  ,  one  of  them  so  severely  strained 
across  the  loins  as  to  be  unable  to  walk  for  several  days.  A  gen* 
tleman  of  the  name  of  Roberts  said,  he  was  accidentally  passing 
through  Surry-square,  when  he  saw  the  defendant  with  the 
greatest  violence  shove  the  nursery  maid  and  children  off  the 
Terrace  into  the  road,  by  which  they  appeared  to  have  sustained 
bdth  injury  and  alarm.  In  consequence  6f  observing  this  treat- 
ment to  such  defenceless  and  interesting  objects,  he  returned  td 
protect  them,  and  enquired  of  the  girl  to  whom  the  children 
belonged  j  and  on  being  told  they  were  the  children  of  Major 
Stuart,  although  he  did  not  know  the  Major,  he  felt  it  his  duty, 
as  a  father  of  children,  to  go  home  with  them,  and  pcquaint  the 
Major  with  the  affair  as  far  as  it  came  within  his  knowledge. 

"  Several  other  witnesses  corroborated  the  charge;  and 
Major  Stuart  himself  said,  in  reply  to  a  question  put  to  him  by 
the  defendant's  counsel,  Mr.  Marriot,  that  being  himself  a  me- 
dical man,  he  had  not  found  it  necessary  to  call  in  any  profes- 
sional gentleman,  but  that  the  eldest  child  was  so  strained  across 
her  loins  by  the  fall >  as  to  be  unable  to  move  tor  some  days. 

"  Two  ©r  three  women  who  saw  the  business,  corroborated 
the  evidence  given  by  the  prosecutrix  j  and  Major  Stuart  also 
said,  one  of  his  children  had  been  so  bruised,  as  not  to  be  able 
to  walk,  and  the  young  woman,  who  had  lived  upwards  of  six 
years  in  his  family,  from  being  so  much  hurt,  as  well  as  alarmed, 
had  been  confined  to  her  bed  for  several  days, 

u  He  was  found  Guilty,  and  ordered  (which  was  the  sole 
•bjectof  the  prosecution)  to  give  security,  himself  in  2001.  and 
two  sureties  in  JQOl,  each,  to  keep  the  peace  during  his  natural 
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first  of  my  arrival,  I  was  universally  known 
as  a  physician,  particularly  to  Philip  Cribble^ 

whose 


life  -}  to  be  fined  6s.  8d.  and  to  be  detained  in  custody  until  such 
sureties  as  the  Court  approved  of  were  produced,  which  not 
being  done  last  night  before  the  Court  broke  up,  he  was  lodged 
in  the  New  Gaol. 

"  It  is  but  justice  to  observe,  that  Major  Stuart,  in  the 
course  of  this  prosecution,  displayed  all  the  liberality  of  a  gentle- 
man, and  a  man  of  honour.  He  required  nothing  more. thaa 
that  the  defendant  should  be  bound  to  keep  the  peace." 

fct  Besides  this,  when  I  employed  Mr.  Canadine  for  Mrs. 
Smyth  Stuart,  from  previous  conversation  I  considered  him  one 
of  the  most  skilful,  although  perhaps  not  the  most  eminent,  of 
<he  practitioners  in  that  neighbourhood  j  and  he  then  well  knew 
that  I  was  a  Jihysician,  which  was  likewise  evinced  by  several 
other  very  striking  circumstances,  viz. 

1st.  That  on  the  day  when  the  poor  unfortunate  infant 
was  born,  I  had  a  violent  fall  down  stairs,  by  which  my  right 
leg,  ancle,  and  foot  were  crushed  in  a  most  dreadful  and  dange- 
rous manner,  absolutely  worse  than  any  compound  fracture, 
being  not  only  that,  but  dislocation  of  the  joint,  and  separation 
of  bones  also. — This  likewise  I  took  in  my  own  care. 

And,  2nd,  after  the  death  of  our  poor  little  sufferer,  I  was 
seized  with  a  most  alarming  and  dangerous  Peripneumonia  vera^ 
(no December  30th,  1802)  in  which  Mr.  Canadine,  at  my  request, 
took  a  large  quantity  of  blood  from  my  arm  daily,  for  se^ 
vcral  days,  and  I  opened  the  vein  a  second  time  each  day  after- 
wards :  indeed,  Mr.  Canadine  had  no  hope  whatever  of  my 
recovery  j  but,  although  reduced  to  the  very  verge  of  death,  my 
understanding  and  judgment  remaining  perfect,  1  prescribed  for 

myself 
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whose  obsequious  attention  to  me  has  been 
unremitted  ever  since,  frequently  presenting 
me  with  game,  and  always  professing  the 
warmest  esteem  and  friendship,  as  far  as  a 
person  of  his  notorious  principles  can  be  capa- 
ble of  to  one  of  such  decided  and  well-known 
loyalty  as  myself. 

Long  before  the  publication  of  Dr.  Squir- 
rell's  book  against  the  cow-pox,  which  also 
Gribble  had  from  me  and  then  appeared 
greatly  to  applaud  and  approve,  he  (Gribble) 
knew  of  the  death  of  my  child  in  the  cow-pox, 
of  which  he  expressed  his  entire  detestation, 
&nd  informed  me  of  a  number  of  cases  strongly 
militating  against  it,  particularly  of  a  child  he 

had 


myself  the  whole  time,  conducted  my  own  cure,  and  thereby 
recovered  when  even  hope  itself  was  gone. 

Let  it  also  be  inquired  of  Mrs.  Clark,  (then  in  Walworth, 
whose  daughter  is  Mrs.  Leftwich,  pastry-cook,  in  High-street, 
St.  Giles's,  a  worthy  and  respectable  person)  whether  her  son 
William  Clark's  life  was  sot  preserved  by  my  prescriptions,  a* 
that  time  when  he  was  not  expected  to  survive  ? 

However,  I  accepted  no  fees,  and  that  may  have  been  consi- 
dered against  me. 

But  the  immortal  Sydenham  was  also  a  captain  in  the  army, 
as  well  as  a  physician. 
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had  inoculated  with  the  small-pox,  in  1805, 
with  complete  success,  1  year,  and  sixteen  per- 
sons from  the  hundreds,  4  years  after  they  had 
been  properly  vaccinated ; — also  of  a  young 
man,  named  James  Marshall,  at  Farmer  Bar- 
net's,  of  Barley  Lands,  in  the  parish  of  Great  Bur- 
sted,  Essex,  who  had  the  small-pox  very  severely 
by  infection,  after  being  effectually  inoculated 
with  cow-pox  by  (Gribble)  himself,  which,  in- 
deed, is  well  known  throughout  that  country;— 
and  a  child  of  Mr.  Robert  Meads,  of  the  Grange, 
Great  Bursted,  who  had  been  under  my  care  in 
June  and  July,  1804-,  with  indurated  glands, 
and  deep  sanious  ulcers,  from  some  of  which 
I  called  in  this  Philip  Gribble  to  extract  carious 
bones,  and  to  dress  the  ulcers  according  to  my 
directions,  which,  proving  obstinate  beyond  any 
thing  I  had  ever  met  with,  I  suspected  to  have 
proceeded  from  cow-pox,  but  was  assured  tQ 
the  contrary.  The  father  of  the  child,  without 
my  consent,  or  even  knowledge,  carried  him. 
to  son>e  person  in  Suffolk,  where  the  poor  infant 
died,  in  extreme  agonies,  within  a  few  weeks. 
— Soon  after  this,  Gribble  himself  informed 
pie  that  this  child  died  of  the  cow-pox,  for  he 

had 
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had  vaccinated  him,  and  a  maid-servant  at  the 
same  time,  who  likewise  has  never  been  well 
since. 

This  Gribble  has  always   offered  me  the 
use  of  his  shop,  and  any  medicines,  gratis^ 
with  that  liberality  usual  to  each  other  in  the 
profession ;  has  prepared  medicines  for  troops, 
and  other  persons  also,  according  to  my  pre- 
scriptions; has  shewn  me  the  prescriptions  of 
Dr.  Baddeley,  of  Chelmsford,  when  brought 
to  his  shop  to  be  made  up;  has  bled  Mrs. 
Smyth  Stuart  by  my  direction ;  has  inoculated 
my  youngest  child  with  the  small-pox,  at  four 
months  old,  on  December  14th,  1805  ;  and, 
in  short,  has  always  treated  me  as  a  physician, 
even  as  late  as  November  3d,  1806,  when  he 
knew  not  of  my  having  seen  his  letter  to 
Thornton,  whom,  however,  he  (Gribble)  ne- 
ver saw ;  having,  in  July  last,  enquired  of  me 
who  zxi&what  he  was? — Indeed,  on  the  3d  of 
November,  he  acknowledged  to  me  that  he  had 
never  spoken  to  or  seen  Dr.  Thornton ;  but  con- 
fessed (very  aukwardly),  "  that  he  had  received 
a  long  letter  from  this  stranger,  Thornton,  con- 
taining 
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saining  two  or  three  folio  pages,  filled  with 
inquiries  respecting  me,  his  neighbour,  whom 
he  (Thornton)  mentioned  as  having  done 
great  injury  to  the  cow-pox  by  some  publica- 
tion ;  which  letter  of  Thornton  he  ( Gribble )  con- 
sidered oiso  little  consequence  as  to  have  torn  it 
up,  although  he  believed  he  had  answered  it 
in  a  slight  manner,  not  thinking  it  worthy  of 
being  shewn  to  me.'1 

Could  it  be  believed  possible  that  any  person, 
professing  so  much  good  will,  esteem,  and 
friendship  and  in  the  habit  of  seeing  me  six 
and  seven  times  every  clay,  could  have  re- 
ceived, in  July  last,  a  letter  from  Dr.  Thorn- 
ton,  an  entire  stranger,  on  a  subject  in  which 
1,  his  nearest  neighbour,  for  whom  he  al- 
ways avowed  the  greatest  friendship  and  most 
perfect  respect,  was  so  deeply  interested,  and 
write  such  an  answer  of  wilful,  malevolent 
falsehood,  as  Thornton  has  published,  with  his 
name,  Philip  Gribble,  subscribed,  and  without 
making  the  least  communication  to  me  \ 

Is  not  such  a  man  a  true  Judas  Iscariot  ? 
destitute  of  every  principle  worthy  or  estimable 
in  society,  who  can  boast  only  of  deceit,  du- 
plicity, and  falsehood  ? 

Can 
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Can  any  thing  such  a  person  as  this  Philip 
Gribbk  may  say,  or  write,  deserve  the  least 
credit  ? 

Likewise,  had  Dr.  Thornton  possessed  a 
spark  of  liberality,  candour,  or  good  intentions, 
would  he  not  have  written  to  me  for  informa- 
tion on  this  subject?  which  most  certainly  it 
was  in  my  power  to  have  furnished  him  with 
better  than  any  other  person ;  as  was  done  by  a 
Lady,  in  the  subjoined  letters*,  who  lost  two

I  take  the  liberty  of  addressing  you,  though  with  many 
sincere  apologies  for  renewing  your  grief,  to  request  you  will 
oblige  me  by  an  account  of  the  melancholy  case  which  occurred 
in  your  family,  in  October  1802,  occasioned  by  cow-pox.  My 
husband  and  I  are,  perhaps,  the  greatest  sufferers  at  this  time 
existing  from  cow-pox;  therefore,  you  will  comprehend  our 
anxiety  and  interest  relative  to  any  case  of  the  same  nature. 
What  we  wish  particularly  to  know  is,  the  appearance  of  the 
arms,  more  especially  the  sores,  by  which  I  mean  the  places 
where  tne  matter  was  inserted,  and  if  there  were  any  cow-pox 
pustules  on  any  part  of  the  arms,  or  any  where  on  the  child, 
but  the  pustule  arising  immediately  from  inoculation.

In  answer  to  yours  of  the  14th,  which  I  have  just  received, 
relating  to  a  child  I  lost  in  that  filthy,  abominable,  beastly  disease, 
the  cow-pox,  I  beg  leave  to  inform  you,  that  I  communicated  the 
case  to  Dr.  Squirrell,  of  Soho-square,  who,  as  well  as  Dr.  Moseley, 
and  Dr.  Rowley,  I  understand,  has  published  it,  in  the  exposure 
of  the  real  effects  of  that  detestable  disease  (so  precipitately,  so 
absurdly,  and  wickedly  introduced  into  the  human  system)  in 
separate  works  or  treatises  on  the  vaccine  pock,  which  these 
respectable  physicians  have  lately  written,  collected,  and  pub- 
lished, and  to  them  I  refer  you.  In  the  mean  time,  I  shall 
answer  that  part  of  your  letter  which  you  have  laid  the  greatest 
stress  upon.

gentleman  much  experienced  in  the  inoculation  of  cow-pox; 
and  after  six  months  cruel  torture,  the  poor  child  fell  a  sacrifice 
to  the  most  loathsome,,  horrid  disease  that  was  ever  introduced 
into  the  human  system.  As  to  different  opinions  on  the  subject 
at  present,  I  do  not  think  there  are  two  ;  for  I  firmly  believe, 
that  the  very  persons  who,  from  interest  or  other  motives,  re- 
commend it,  are  by  this  time  perfectly  satisfied  in  their  con* 
sciences,  that  it  is  just  what  I  have  described;  and  are  besides

.  We  feel  much  obliged  by  your  kind  attention  to  our  request, 
since  I  wrote  I  have  investigated  a  case  which  still  more  proves, 
in  our  opinion,  the  unfortunate  effects  of  Vaccine  Inoculation.

1  am  favoured  with  your  letter  and  feel  greatly  for  your 
situation  and  distress,  which  has  in  some  degree  been  occasioned 
by  th§  credulous  folly  and  madness  of  the  Public  and  even  the

friendship,  and  correspondence  of  Philip  Grib* 
ble;  as,  setting  aside  his  character,  and  his  prin- 
ciples, 


Parliament,  absurdly  to  believe  in  one  year  what  required  at  least 
seven  years  investigation,  and  to  vote  away  the  public  money  to 
a  person  who  has  wantonly  brought  a  dreadful  evil  upon  the 
human  race,  without  even  the  shadow  of  benefit  to  any  one 
whatever.

The  fatal  consequen- 
ces you  wished  to  be  informed  of  daily  occur  in  this  and  all  parts 
of  the  country.  Here,  the  infant  son  of  a  wealthy  and  respect- 
able farmer,  Mr.  Robert  Mead,  of  the  Grange,  (who  rents  five 
or  six  hundred  acre.;  of  land  of  Lord  Petre),  in  the  parish  of  Great 
Bursted,  was  inoculated  with  the  Cow  Pox,  by  Mr.  Gribble, 
Surgeon  and  Apothecary  of  Billericay,  and  a  maid  servant  was 
inoculated  with  it  at  the  same  time.  The  child  broke  out  in 
blotches  and  dreadful  Phagedenic  Ulcers  in  his  hands,  feet,  legs, 
thighs,  &c.  shocking  to  behold  and  tormenting  for  the  poor  in- 
fant to  endure  j  his  bones  became  carious  or  rotten,  and  pieces  as 
large  as  horse  beans  were  taken  out  of  some  of  the  ulcers  in  his 
hands.  In  short,  after  inconceivable  sufferings  for  twelve  months 
the  poor  infant  died  this  year )  this  J  know  and  attest  myself. — 
The  maid  servant  also  broke  out  in  the  same  way,  and  is  in  a 
deplorable  state,  though  still  alive.  The  two  children  in  Full- 
wood's  Rents,  Holborn,  mentioned  in  my  former  letter,  are 
decided  proofs  of  Vaccination  being  no  preventive  or  protection 
against  the  Small  Pox,  and  these  cases  are  known  to  all  the 
medical  men  in  London,  but  for  multitudes  of  adverse  cases 

I  refer 
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tooth-drawer,  much  more,  than  any  physician  in 
or  out  of  London  I — sentiments  the  most  oppo- 
site 


I  refer  you  to  Dr.  Squirrell,  of  Soho  Square,  who  will  be  hap- 
py to  communicate  them  to  you,  and  to  Dr.  Moseley,  and  Dr. 
Rowley,  who  have  all  published  against  it,  and  to  the  manag- 
ing gentleman  in  the  most  respectable  house  of  Corbyn  and  Co. 
No.  300,  Holbornj  and  also  to  Mrs.  Burslem,  (her  husband 
a  Stationer)  No.  13,  Great  Surry  Street,  Black  Friars,  all  of 
whom  can  give  you  too  much  information  of  the  evils  as  well  as 
jnefficacy  of  this  beastly  disease.  I  honor  the  character  you  give 
of  Mr.  Cooper:  he  will  excuse  such  letters  as  mine,  hastily  writ- 
ten, as  fast  as  the  pen  could  run  on  the  paper,  having  no  time 
to  read  them  over}  while  I  highly  applaud  your  delicate  polite- 
ness in  the  application.  I  beg  leave  to  say  you  have  my  consent 
to  shew  them  to  any  person  you  may  think  fit.  With  much  res-

S^r3  Can  there  'possibly  be  a  stronger  proof  of  Gribble's  in- 
famy and  falsehoods  than  these  letters  (which  he  also  knew 
of  and  saw  at  the  time),  written  eight  months  before  his  let- 
ter to  Dr.  Thornton,  and  eleven  months  before  I  ever  heard  of 
that  letter  ?  I  have  never  seen  these  letters  from  their  dates, 
until  several  weeks  after  the  whole  of  this  defence  was  written, 
when  I  was  favoured  with  copies  of  them  from  Mrs.  Watts,  who 
was  in  the  country  until  that  time.

Calculations  the  most  erroneous  and  absurd  have  been  held 
out  to  the  world,  and  even  the  Bills  of  Mortality  misrepresented, 
and  rendered  subservient  to  their  deceptions,  by  the  Cow-Pox 
zealots,  in  their  phrensy  ©f  Vaccination. 

Truth  has  been  suppressed,  and  carefully  concealed. — The 
channels  of  just  information  have  beeu  stopped,  as  well  aseve'ry 
source  of  true  knowledge. — The  public  have  been  only  permitted 
to  hear  favourable  accounts  of  Vaccination,  without  any  of  its 
evils j  and  thus  has  the  fatal  ill-judging  prejudice  in  favour  of  it 
been  so  general.

Even  some  pitiful  booksellers,  with  the  most  reprehensible 
partiality  so  ill  suited  and  disgraceful  to  their  trade,  refuse  to 
publish  any  thing  against  it,  expressing  themselves  thus  :  "  We 
"  are  all  on  one  side. — AU  on  one  side  !-^All  for  Vaccination,—- 
"  AU  for  Vaccination  !  —  Never  publish  any  thing  against  it  5 
<f  nothing  against  it  5  no,  no — no,  nof — AU  on  one  side-— all  on 
u  one  side. I"  Such  is  their^  cherished  ignorance  !  Such  their 
despicable  illiberality  f 
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is  totally  destitute  of  truth  ;  even  his  asser- 
tion '{  of  my  renting  a  house  of  his,"  is  false  ; 
and  his  asseveration,  "  that  all  the  four  medical 
practitioners  in  Billericay  approve,  equally 
with  himself,  of  vaccination is  also  equally 
false;  for  Mr.  Daranda,  one  of  the  principal 
medical  gentlemen  there,  has  always  been  of 
directly  opposite  sentiments  ;  and  so  this  Proteus, 
Gribble,  has  likewise  uniformly  professed  him- 
self  to  be,  as  is  tcell  and  publicly  known,  not- 
withstanding his  letter  to  Thornton.  The 
other  two  medical  gentlemen  likewise  de- 
clare, that  they  never  authorized  him  to  say  what 
he  has  asserted;  and  that  Gribble  is  the  last  man 
living  that  they  would  authorize  to  say  or  write 
a  single  word  of  any  kind  about  them.

And  ye  physicians  in  general !  lower  your 
elevation  of  mind,  attend  to  the  sentiments, 
and  bear  with  the  decision  of  Dr.  Thorn- 
ton's dear,  esteemed,  respected,  faithful,  sapient 
friend  and  creditable  correspondent  Philip  Grib- 
ble,  surgeon,  apothecary,  man-midwife,  bone, 
setter,  bleeder,  cupper,  tooth-drawer,  corn-cut-

*  Notwithstanding  the  contempt  in  which  Dr.  Thornton 
affects  to  hold  these  gentlemen,  1  presume  that  Sir  James  Earle,, 
Mr.  Heaviside,  Mr.  Cline,  and  Mr.  Cooper,  surgeons;  Mr.

declared,  that  any  old  woman  has  as  much  skill, 
(as  a  proof  of  which  he  employs  one  as  a  jour- 
neyman or  his  only  assistant  in  his  shop,)  and  that 
he  himself,  as  well  as  every  surgeon,  apothecary, 
or  tooth-drawer  in  the  country,  has  much  more 
skill,  knowledge,  and  judgment  than  you, 
with  all  your  learning  and  flourishing  pretensions. 
— Learn,  Dr.  Rohert  John  Thornton,  to  submit 
to  this  decision  of  your  devoted  friend  and  ele- 
gant correspondent,  Philip  Gribble,  and  to  pay 
homage  where  homage  is  due. 

But  let  not  Dr.  Thornton  feel  proud,  swag- 
ger, and  congratulate  himself,  and  exultingly 
declare  to  the  public,  "that  All!  All  I  All  V* 
the  physicians  who  have  never  been  surgeons 
or. apothecaries,  are,  like  him,  friends  to  Vac- 
cination;" for  many  oi  the  first  eminence  in 
the  profession,  as  well  as  myself,  (all  of  whom  are 
superior  to  Dr.  Robert  John  Thornton  in  every 
thing,  excepting  his  fertile  talents  for  fiction, 
and  unrivaled  skill  in  calumny,  in  both  of 
which  he  must  certainly  be  . allowed  to  surpass 
all  the  profession,)  are  decidedly  of  contrary 
sentiments.  And  to  his  next  declaration,  XhzXAll  ! 

H  2  All  I 
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All!  All!  surgeons  and  apothecaries,  of  thd 
very  first  class,  {All  of  whom  however  Thorn- 
ton avowedly  professes  to  despise,  and  endea- 
vours to  degrade,)  "  are  also  friends  to  Vaccina* 
iion,"  the  same  observation  and  answer  will 
apply,  viz.  that  it  is  well  and  publicly  known 
to  be  otherwise,  and  that  many  surgeons  and 
apothecaries,  of  the  very  first  class,  not  only 
disapprove,  but  strongly  and  effectually  oppose  it. 

However,  these  false  assertions  of  Dr. 
Thornton,  are  nothing  among  the  multitude  he 
has  unblushingly  published  to  the  world. 

After  this  exposure,  pray  what  benefit  has  the 
Cow-Pox  derived  from  such  defenders  and 
champions  ? 

I  would  advise  the  patrons  of  Vaccination, 
instead  of  hiring  such  men  to  write,  to  bribe 
them  to  be  silent,  and  never  to  take  pen  in 
hand,  as,  most  assuredly  and  unfortunately  for 
them,  it  will  only  record  their  own  infamy, 
and  completely  condemn  the  cause  they  at- 
tempt to  support.

tience enough  to  read,  While  I  followed  my 
profession  entirely,  I  contrived  to  fill  up  my 
time  in  a  manner,  I  trust,  far  more  useful ;  for 
I  gratuitously  attended  the  poor  and  needy, 
With  as  much  care  and  assiduity  as  the  rich  and 
great;  having  ever  considered  our  profession  as 
belonging  to,  and  the  property  of  all  Mankind, 

Since  reading  Thornton's  book,  I  have 
called  on  some  of  those  very  respectable  physi- 
cians, whom  I  greatly  esteem,  and  Dr.  Thorn- 
ton has  endeavoured  to  degrade  by  stiling  his 
intimate  friends  and  supporters;  and,  highly 
to  my  gratification,  all  of  them  assured  me> 
with  evident  satisfaction  and  sincerity,  that  it 
was  not  in  Dr.  Thornton's  power,  by  any  thing 
he  could  say  or  write,  to  do  me  the  least  preju- 
dice in  their  estimation,  or  with  any  person  who 
knew  me ;  and  that  it  would  be  doing  him  too 
much  honour,  to  pay  the  least  regard  to  his 
slanders  and  calumnies,  he  being  considered  ass 
under- the  influence  of  the  moon,    Sorry  I  am 

to 
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to  find  that  this  lunar  influence  has  proved  to  be 
so  very  mischievous  and  malignant. 

However,  I  must  do  the  justice  to  Dr. 
Thornton  (although  he  has  done  none  to  me), 
to  state  to  the  public,  that,  since  he  has  found  no 
encouragement  from  his  friends  in  support  of 
his  defamation,  and  since  he  has  discovered  the 
whole  of  the  base  falsehoods  and  calumnies,  as 
unfounded  as  malicious,  which  he  published 
respecting  the  case  of  my  poor  martyred  inno- 
cent, my  wife,  and  myself,  to  be  held  so  noto- 
rious, his  heart  has  relented,  and  he  solicited 
me  to  meet  him  at  Dr.  Squirrell's,  in  Soho 
-square,  proposing  to  give  up  all  letters,  &c.  and 
to  make  every  atonement  and  concession 
which  might  be  required.  But,  with  the  weight 
of  wrongs  he  had  heaped  upon  my  head,  it  wras 
impossible  for  me  to  meet  Dr.  Thornton,  lest 
consequences  might  ensue  from  resentment, 
which,  however  prudent  to  be  suppressed  on 
due  concession  being  made,  might  have  been 
provoked  by  the  unguarded  folly  of  a  man  ca- 
pable of  such  rancour  as  he  had  evinced,  with 
intentions  the  most  malevolent,  and  a  declared 
hostility  against  truth  itself,  and  against  a  person 
who  never  had  offended  him,  unless  by  a  sim- 
ple 
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pie  statement  thereof.  Besides  these  considera* 
tions,  what  good  could  possibly  have  been  pro- 
duced by  my  meeting  him  I  If  his  repentance 
were  as  sincere  as  his  self-conviction  of  crime 
must  be  decided,  such  atonement  and  concession 
as  would  have  eased  his  own  mind,  if  not  ac- 
quitted his  conscience,  might  have  been  made, 
and  with  a  better  grace,  without  my  being 
present. 

But  what  atonement  could  he  possibly 
make  to  a  man  whom  he  had  so  irreparably 
injured  by  the  most  cruel  calumnies,  having 
even  charged  him  with  the  grossest  ignorance, 
and  the  most  atrocious  murder,  declaring  him 
capable  of  the  destruction  of  thousands ;  and 
that  in  a  printed  book,  published  to  the  world, 
which  it  was  impossible  to  recal,  and  which  he 
he  had  neither  the  means  nor  the  inclination  to 
suppress  ;  for  he  well  knew,  that  confessing  the 
truth  of  the  Walworth  Case,  as  he  has  stiled 
it,  completely  overturns  his  whole  work. 

The  old  adage,  That  the  injured  may 
forgive,  but  those  who  commit  injuries  never 
can,  has  been  fully  verified  in  this  in- 
stance; and  the  event  has  proved  a  criterion 

whereby 
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whereby  a  just  estimation  of  Dr.  Thornton's 
head,  heart,  and  intentions  may  be  forced  ; 
for,  on  finding  that  I  declined  meeting  him, 
he  immediately  became  enraged,  and,  like  the 
beast  which  he  so  abjectly  and  wickedly 
worships,  servilely  imitates,  and  to  which, 
strange  to  tell,  he  actually  declares  himself 
espoused,  when  infuriated — brandished  his  tau- 
rine horns,  shook  his  u  vitulinehead,"  rolled  his 
bovine  eyes,  flourished  his  vaccine  tail,  stamped 
and  kicked  with  his  calcitrosian  hoofs,  knit  his 
ox-face  brows  under  a  shaggy  buffalo  top, 
and,  verd  viva  voce  vaccina  vindicice,  bellowed 
out,  "  That  he  would  now  publish  the  whole  of 
Gribbi.e's  letter  against  me ,  which  was  even 
much  worse  and  more  infamous  than  I  could  po$~ 
sibly  conceive although  he  had  confessed  that, 
from  Gribbles  letter  alone  (for  Thornton  declares 
that  he  has  never  seen  Gribblc),even  he  considers 
this  volunteer  in  treachery  and  falsehood,  as  a 
u  most  infamous  and  complete  blackguard  » 
What  then  can  equal  the  extreme  folly  of  this 
man,  but  his  absolute  ?nad?iess,  to  publish,  or 
even  to  threaten  to  publish,  from  such  a  character, 
such  a  letter,  which  thereby  he  adopts  as  his 

own, 
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own,  and  for  which  he  thus  makes  himself  re- 
sponsible ? 

So  ended  the  last  chapter  of  the 
chronicles  of  vaccination,  and  of  the  peace- 
offerings  of  one  of  the  high  priests  thereof,  viz. 
Dr.  Pus,  begun  and  proposed  for  the  declared 
intention  of  easing  his  troubled  mind,  and  < 
relieving  his  guilty  conscience,  and  ending  int 
empty  menaces  and  furious  kickhig. 

If  Dr.  Thornton  has  smarted  under  my 
lash,  he  may  thank  himself  entirely  for  it,  and> 
can  lay  no  blame  whatsoever  on  me;  as  he  has 
most  wantonly,  wickedly,  unjustly,  and  unex- 
pectedly attacked  me,  in  my  humble,  unof- 
fending obscurity,  and  thereby  brought  down 
the  weight  of  this  defence  with  all  its  conse- 
quences, upon  his  own  head  ;  for,  indeed,  from 
my  heart  I  wish  well  to  all  mankind,  and  no 
ill  to  Dr.  Thornton. 

Among  the  numerous  shocking  cases  of 
cow-pox  which  I  have  heard  of,  I  know  not 
whether  the  most  horrible  of  all,  has  been  yet 
published,  viz.  of  a  child  at  Peckham,  who> 
after  being  inoculated  with  the  Cow-Pox,  had 
its  former  natural  disposition  absolutely  changed 

i  to 
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to  the  brutal,  so  that  it  ran  upon  all  fours  like 
a  beast,  bellowing  like  a  cow,  and  butting  with 
its  head  like  a  bull. 

For  my  part,  I  can  scarcely  think  it  pos- 
sible, having  had  no  time  to  ascertain  the  truth  : 
however,  I  will  put  it  in  the  power  of  those 
who  have  leisure  and  inclination  to  do  so,  by 
mentioning,  that  the  above  relation  was  com- 
municated to  me,  when  in  Walworth,  as  a 
well-known  fact,  by  the  child's  aunt,  Mrs.  Bul- 
man,  whose  husband  is  in  a  public  situation 
under  Government.  They  are  respectable  per* 
sons,  and  then  resided  in  Langley's-buildings, 
adjoining  the  Hen  and  Chickens,  Walworth 
Common. 

Although  I  have  been  informed  of  many 
distressing  circumstances  from  vaccination  (with- 
out seeking  or  inquiring  after  them),  yet  I 
have  not  had  an  opportunity  of  investigating 
many  of  them.  The  following,  however,  oc- 
curred in  a  family  with  which  I  am  intimately 
acquainted,  and  the  truth  of  it  I  can  assert  from 
my  own  knowledge,  viz. 

A  son  of  a  gentleman,  at  No.  15,  Caroline- 
street,  Bedford-square,  now  four  years  of  age, 

was 
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Was  Inoculated  in  1803  with  the  cow-pox  by  the 
late  Mr.  Dennett,  of  Soho-square,  in  the  most 
effectual  manner*  and  was  consequently  con- 
sidered as  safe  from  the  small-pox ;  yet, 
about  the  13th  of  September  last  (1806)  was 
seized  with  the  natural  Small-Pox,  and  had  it 
very  full. 

This  child  also  from  the  time  he  was  inocu- 
lated with  the  cou-pox,  never  enjoyed  health* 
but  was  always  afflicted  with  blotches,  and  ugly 
eruptions,  until  he  had  the  small -pox :  he  was 
perfectly  healthy  before,  and  has  been  so  ever 
since  that  time. 

This  case  was  seen  by  Dr.  Thornton,  and 
by  Dr.  Squirrell  whom  I  believe  to  be  as  com- 
petent a  judge  of  Small  Pox  as  any  person  exist* 
ing ;  yet  I  have  no  doubt  but  the  defenders  of 
Cow-Pox  will  unblushingly  assert,  "  that  the 
**  eruptions  were  not  those  of  the  true  Small- 
*'  Pox  —  or  *  that  the  vaccine  matter  (Dr. 
"  Thornton's  pus)  was  stale —  or  indeed  any 
thing; — rather  than  candidly  and  honestly  ac- 
knowledge the  truth. 

I  am  ready  to  establish  this  case  by  any 
evidence   that  can   reasonably  be  required, 

which 
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which  most  decidedly  and  completely  evin- 
ces that  Coiv-Pox  is  no  security  against  the 
Small-Pox. 

And  the  following  two  cases,  added  to 
that  of  my  own  child,  and  Mr.  Meads 
also,  besides  Mr.  Watts's  two  children,  am- 
ply and  incontrovertibly  ascertain,  that  Cow- 
Pox  produces  new,  dangerous }  and  fatal  dis~ 
eases. 

Two  healthy  children  of  Mr.  Sparks,  a 
shoe-maker,  in  Billericay,  Essex,  were  ino- 
culated with  Cow-Pox,  by  one  of  the  most  dis- 
tinguished and  skilful  practitioners  in  that  town, 
in  the  year  1804- :  they  both  broke  out  in  shock- 
ing eruptions,  with  blotches,  ulcers,  &c.  which 
resisted  every  remedy;  and  after  nearly  twelve 
months,  of  dreadful  suffering,  both  died,  wretch- 
ed and  miserable  victims  to  the  Cow-Pox,  about 
eighteen  months  ago. — This  fact  is  well  known 
in  Billericay,  and  I  pledge  myself  for  the  truth 
of  it. 

These  were  the  only  children  of  Mr, 
and  Mrs.  Sparks,  both  the  parents  young  and 
healthy,  who,  as  well  as  their  children,  are 
dead,  and  the  whole  family  thus  become 

extinct. 
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extinct. — Such  are  the  blessed  effects  of  Cow- 
Pox!'   

A  mighty  and  horrible  monster*  with  the 
horns  of  a  bull,  the  hind  hoofs  of  a  horse,  the 
jaws  of  the  krakin,  the  teeth  and  claws  of  a  ty- 
ger,  the  tail  of  a  cow,  all  the  evils  of  Pan- 
dora's box  in  his  belly,  plague,  pestilence,  lepro- 
sy, purple  blotches,  foetid  ulcers,  and  filthy 
running  sores  covering  his  body,  and  an  at- 
mosphere of  accumulated  disease,  pain  and 
death  around  him,  has  made  his  appearance  in 
the  world,  and  devours  mankind, — especially 
poor  helpless  infants, — not  by  scores  only,  or 
hundreds,  or  thousands,  but  by  hundreds  of 
thousands  (vide  Vaccinae  Vindicia,  p.  413 
and  423). 

This  monster  has  been  named  vaccination  ; 
and  his  progressive  havoc  among  the  human 
race,  has  been  dreadful  and  most  alarming.

Behold  the  progress  of  evil  in  the  world- 
How  prosperous ! — -How  general  !-HBut  is  vice 
less  deformed  and  odious  because  it  is  general 
and  prosperous  ? 

Behold  the  progress  of  the  detestable  ty- 
rant Buonaparte*,  cloathed  with  the  blackest  and 
most  deadly  crimes  — held  in  abhorrence  by 
all  !-^-yet  succeeding  in  every  atrocious  gigan- 
tic iniquity,  and  deep  premeditated  destructive 
evil,  for  years  and  years  past ; — whose  la- 
mentable success  has  even  been  considered, 
by  the  weak  and  wicked,  as  the  reward  of 
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merit,  to  the  heart-felt  sorrow  of  all  good 
men  ! 

And  are  Buonapartes  crimes  diminished, 
or  less  atrocious  and  hateful ;  or  is  he  himself 
less  horribly  iniquitous  and  detestable,  because 
of  his  success  f 

Thus  also  you  may  behold  the  fatal  pro- 
gress of  Vaccination,  that  most  dreadful  evil  to 
the  human  race,  supported  by  thoughtless  cre- 
dulity, and  ill  judging  benevolence. 

Put  is  Vaccination  less  an  evil  because  it 
has  been  so  universally  extended  ? 

The  Omnipotent  God  of  Nature,  the  incon- 
ceivable Creator  of  all  existence,  has  permitted 
Evil,  Buonaparte,  and  Vaccination  to  exist,— to

Having,  as  I  before  observed,  few  oppor- 
unities  of  reading  any  of  the  books  either  for 
or  against  Vaccination,  it  was  entirely  accidental 
that  on  the  14th  of  October  last,  I  happened  to 
see  the  Hotch  Potch  publication,  of  Dr. 
Thornton.  I  immediately  went  to  his  house, 
but  he  not  being  at  home,  I  left  in  writing 
my  name  and  address,  stating  that  I  called  on 
him  to  know  on  what  authority  he  had  dared  to 
publish  suck  base  malicious  falsehoods  relating 
to  me  ?

writing  down  the  transactions  of  every  day  for 
many  years  past,  kept  an  account  of  the  medi~ 
cines  administered;  and  can  amply  justify  myself 
against  Thorntons  and  Gribble's  charge  that  I 
murdered  my  child,  and  thereby  condemn  them 

to  EVERLASTING  INFAMY. 


EXTRACT  FROM  DIARY, 

Volumes  12  and  13. 

«  Walworth,  7  th  April,  1802.  Mr.  Canadine  cabled  and 
proposed  to  inoculate  the  infant  to  morrow  with  the  Cow-pox. 

4  April  8th.  Mr.  Canadine  inoculated  the  child  with  the 
vaccine  matter  in  his  left  arm,  now  in  perfect  health: — This  is 
the  first  I  have  seen. 

4  April  pth.  The  child  cried  very  much,  which  he  never 
did  before. 

'  April  11th.    The  child  in  great  pain. 

'  April  12th.    The  infant  is  very  ill ;  griped,  &c. 

r  April  13th.  Mr.  Canadine  called.  The  child  seemed  in 
continual  pain,  crying  vehemently  and  constantly.  I  gave  him  a 
little  burnt  magnesia  in  gruel  which  seems  not  to  3gree  with  him 
producing  constipation  and  rejection  of  the  milk,  but  he  takes 
no  kind  of  nourishment. 

<  April  14th.  He  continues  very  ill,  refusing  all  kind  of 
nourishment.  Mr.  Canadine  sent  him  some  Rhubarb  in  an  Ano- 
doy.ne  Mixture  last  night,  which  did  no  service,  the  child  con- 
tinuing extremely  ill.    Mr.  Canadine  called. 
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*  April  15th.  The  infant  extremely  ill.  I  made  him  a  mix- 
ture with  a  grain  of  emetic  tartar  dissolved  in  nine  tea-spoonfuls 
•f  boiling  water,  with  one  tea-spoonful  of  sugar.  Of  this  he  took 
half  a  tea -spoonful  every  quarter  of  an  hour,  and  afterwards  every 
half  hour  until  half  was  taken.  It  operated  mildly  upwards  and 
at  last  downwards  :  pulse  l60.  He  has  taken  the  breast  pretty 
well.  Mr.  Canadine  expected  him  to  die  last  night,  but  I  did 
not. 

1  April  1 6th.  Mr.  Canadine  called.  The  child  rejected 
his  Opiate,  but  took  the  breast  and  was  a  little  better. 

'  April  17th.    The  child  extremely  ill. 

f  April  18th.  Mr.  Canadine  called,  and  took  away  the  Ano- 
dyne mixture  which  did  not  agree  with  the  child. 

(  April  19th.  and  20th.  The  child  in  great  pain,  which 
obliged  me  to  give  him  an  opiate,  viz.  of  syrup  of  violets  two 
drachms,  camphorated  tincture  of  opium  sixty  drops,  tincture  of 
opium  fen  drops,  water  an  ounce  and  a  half,  mixed :  of  this  the 
child  took  half  a  tea  spoonful  when  in  great  pain.  This  abated 
his  pain  and  gave  him  rest. 

'  April  21st.    The  child  in  great  pain. 

c  April  22d.    Mr.  Canadine  called.    The  child  very  ill. 

4  April  25th.  The  child  being  in  extreme  pain,  gave  him 
a  tea-spoonful  of  syrup  of  white  poppies,  at  twice. 

*  April  26th.  The  infant  in  great  p3in  these  three  days 
past.  The  place  where  the  vaccine  matter  was  inoculated  into 
the  arm  has  been  very  much  inflamed  again,  much  more  than 
at  first,  and  filled  with  white  and  yellow  pus,  as  on  the  17th, 
18th,  and  19th  days.  Since  he  was  vaccinated  it  has  increased  to 
the  size  of  a  crown  piece,  but  although  it  was  greatly  inflamed 
on  the  9th  and  10th  days  it  seemed  to  die  and  dry  away  on  the 
11th  and  12th,  although  on  the  9th  and  10th  days  it  was  not 
nearly  so  much  inflamed  not  so  much  spread  as  it  was  on  the 
17th  and  18th 
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1  April  26th.  Mrs.  S.  S.  and  I  called  on  Mr.  Canadine  a- 
boat  the  singular  symptoms  of  the  case.  He  said  they  were  not 
unfrequent,  and  proposed  to  apply  Goulard's  extract  of  lead  to 
it,  but  I  had  applied  some  olive  oil  to  soften  the  large  black  crust 
on  the  arm  and  the  inflammation  around  it. 

'  April  27th.  Mr.  Canadine  called,  the  child  in  much  pain, 
and  thus  he  continued  until 

'  May  14th.  The  poor  child  remains  extremely  ill,  and 
in  such  pain  as  distresses  every  one  who  hears  and  sees  him.— 
He  becomes  weaker  every  day  and  is  unable  to  support  his 
head  or  raise  his  hand.  We  were  obliged  to  give  him  one-third 
of  a  tea-spoonful  of  syrup  of  white  poppies  to  procure  ease. 

■  May  J pth.  The  poor  infant  continues  extremely  ill — 
weaker  and  weaker,  and  insensible  of  every  thing  except  pain: 
and  when  awake  is  continually  rolling  his  eyes  up  to  Heaven  in  a 
manner  most  affecting  to  behold.  These  are  convulsive  symp- 
toms, and  I  think  a  blister  may  do  him  .service,  and  also  some 
«yrup  of  squills. 

(  May  20th.  A  blister  was  applied  last  night  at  Q  o'clock  to 
the  poor  infant's  back  and  six  grains  of  rhubarb  given. 

'  May  21st.  I  dressed  the  infant's  blister:  the  purge  did 
not  operate.  He  continued  still  in  such  pain  that  I  was  obliged 
to  give  him  a  tea-spoonful  of  syrup  of  white  poppies  and  half 
a  tea  spoonful  about  nOon,  having  broke  ou  in  blotches  and 
sores,  with  tumours,  also  painful  in  the  extreme,  in  different 
parts  of  the  body. 

(  May  25th.  Mr.  Canadine  called:  much  shocked  to  see 
the  poor  suffering  infant,  and  declared  that  in  his  life  he  never 
knew  such  a  case. 

May  2Qth,  The  ^nfant  wds  extremely  ill  last  night.  I 
gave  him  ten  grains  of  rhubarb,  two  grains  of  nitre,  and  one 
drop  of  oil  of  anise,  in  his  mother's  milk,  about  one  o'clock  this 
morning. 

K  2  May 
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e  May  30th.  The  poor  infant  continues  extremely  ill,  and, 
what  is  very  extraordinary,  the  rhubarb  did  not  operate  this  day, 
nor  does  it  ever  operate  with  this  child  in  any  instance,  for  which 
it  is  difficult  to  account. 

■  June  4th.  I  called  upon  Mr.  Canadine  to  consult  with 
him  respecting  the  infant,  and  whether  there  might  be  any  im- 
pediment arising  from  hernia  about  him.  He  came  home  with 
me,  examined  him  and  thought  not;  he  sent  some  ointment  of 
elder  for  his  tumours,  sores,  and  excoriations. 

*  June  5th.  '  I  called  again  upon  Mr.  Canadine  to  consult 
him  about  the  poor  suffering  infant. 

4  June  6th.    Mr.  Canadine  called. 

'June  13th.  Mr.  Canadine  called.  No  benefit.  The  child 
continues  in  tortures  of  pain. 

'  July  2d.  Consulted  again  with  Mr.  Canadine,  and  pro- 
posed to  have  recourse  to  mercury;  concluding  that  lues  venerea 
had  been  inoculated  along  with  t  e  Cow-pox. 

'  Jaly  3d.  Ordered  for  the  child  stronger  mercurial  oint- 
ment fifteen  grains,  lowered  with  soft  pomatum,  and  divided  into 
six  parts,  one  of  which  was  rubbed  into  the  tumours  and  sores* 
morning  and  night. 

4  July  4th.    He  sucked  well. 

4  July  5th.    The  child  a  little  easier  and  the  sores  better. 

4  July  6th.    The  sores  and  tumours  becoming  less. 

'  July  7th.    The  sores  still  decreasing. 

'  July  8th.    The  sores  all  healed. 

f  July9tb.    The  tumours  no  longer  appeared. 

'  July  12th.  The  infant,  although  better,  still  in  great  pain 
and  very  restless. 

4  August  20th.  ,Mr.  Canadine  called  to  bleed  Mrs.  S.  S. 
by  my  directions,  and  saw  the  infant  extremely  ill.  1  paid  him 
two  guineas. 

'  August 
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'  August  21st.  Mr.  Canadine  repeated  the  bleeding  at  my 
desire;  the  child  very  ill,  a  blister  applied  to  his  breast. 

*  August  22d.  The  child  a  little  better. 
'  August  24th.    The  child  in  much  pain. 

'  August  27th.  Mr.  Canadine  recommended  a  change  of 
air  for  the  infant  who  continues  extremely  ill. 

*  August  30ih.  Mrs.  S.  S.  went  with  the  child  16  miles 
into  the  country,  where  the  child  continued  very  ill. 

«  September  1 1th.  I  went  to  see  the  child  and  found  him 
worse. 

e  September  12th  and  13th.  Thesnme. 

4  September  25th.  Mrs.  S.  S.  returned  with  the  infant 
most  dangerously  ill. 

(  Small  doses  of  rhubarb  and  magnesia,  and  occasionally  a 
li  ttle  syrup  of  squills,  were  administered  to  the  infant,  besides 
the  before- mentioned  medicines,  during  his  long  illness.  These 
were  all  the  medicines  given  throughout  this  case. 

c  It  is  to  be  remarked  that  the  symptoms  of  the  poor  infant 
continued  invariably  the  same  without  the  least  alteration,  ex- 
cepting more  or  less  of  extreme  pain,  but  very  short  intervals  of 
ease  from  the  time  the  poison  of  the  Cow-pox  was  absorbed 
into  the  system. 

'  September  28th.  The  child  appeared  to  be  at  the  point 
of  death  ever  since  last  night,  was  quite  cold,  and  his  pulse 
Stopped  for  a  considerable  time,  but  by  warmth  he  was  a  little 
recovered? — He  takes  no  nourishment,  and  is  too  weak  to  cry  5 
indeed  he  is  very  near  his  last.    At  night  he  sucked  again  freely. 

'  September  29th.  The  child  is  still  alive,  takes  no  nou- 
rishment, and  is  too  weak  to  cry.  Oh !  how  shocking  it  is  to  see 
the  poor  suffering  infant. 

'  September  30th.  Last  night  the  infant  appeared  to  b« 
expiring,  and  could  not  be  left  for  a  single  moment,  as  he  con- 
tinued 
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Unued  suffering  agonies  that  rent  our  lv  arts  and  souls*  to  pieces, 
Mrs.  S.  vS.  and  Hannah  sitting  up  with  him,  I  went  to  bed  to 
get  some  rest,  being  fatigued  and  ill  j,  but  could  hear  his  shrieks 
and  groans  the  whole  time. 

*  October  1st.  I  got  up  at  two  o'clock  this  morning,  and 
our  hearts  were  torn  to  pieces  to  see  and  hear  the  sufferings  of 
our  poor  innocent  dying  child,  lying  in  Mrs.  S.  S's.  and  Han- 
nah's laps,  alternately,  suffering  all  the  tortures  (too  great  for  the 
strongest  man  to  endure)  for  our  sins— not  for  his  own, — for  he 
cannot  have  been  guilty  of  any  j  and  a  sweet  tempered,  smiling 
cherub  he  was,  when  free  from  extreme  pain,  which  he  scarcely 
has  been  for  six  months  of  his  short  life  of  six  months  and  twen- 
ty-two days: — Finding  the  blister  (which  had  been  applied  yes- 
terday) not  rising,  I  took  it  off,  fomented  the  place  with  warm 
milk  and  water,  and  applied  spermaceti  ointment.  After  this  he 
appeared  evidently  easier,  but  his  pulse  was  almost  gone,  and 
his  tongue  extremely  dry  and  sore.  I  went  to  Mr.  Canadine  for 
some  syrup  of  roses  to  moisten  it  with,  when  Mr.  Canadine  came 
along  with  me,  and  the  poor  infant  breathed  his  last,  about 
twenty  minutes  after  eleven  o'clock  j  and  it  so  happened  that  the 
same  persons  who  saw  him  come  into  the  world,  saw  him  also 
leave  it."* 

He  is  now  released  from  this  world  of  pain  and  misery,  in 
which  indeed  he  felt  little  else,  and  God  has  received  his  soyl.

*  A  very  respectable  young  person,  Hannah  Aliroyd,  who 
has  nursed  Mrs.  Smyth  Stuart  at  the  birth  of  four  of  our  children, 
was  then  present,  saw  him  born  and  saw  him  expire,  she  is  still 
in  our  family,  and,  as  well  as  Mrs.  S.  S.  perfectly  recollects  every 
circumstance  and  fact  herein  stated. 
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lit  was  interred  in  the  same  grave  with  his  elder  brother, 
in  the  common  burying-ground  of  St.  Mary-le-bone,  with  a  head 
Stone,  on  which  is  the  following  inscription,

In  candour,  and  in  common  justice  to  plain,  ho- 
nest truth,  I  expect  you  will  insert  the  following  extract 
from  "  a  Letter  on  the  subject  of  coercive  Vaccination, 
&c,"  which  has  been  most  unfairly  stated,  and  misre- 
presented, in  your  number  for  April  last,  by  one 
Rowland  Hill,  who  has  quoted  only  as  follows,  and 
omitted  all  before  and  after  it. — In  pages  57  anoj. 
5,8  :  *f  A  child  at  Peckham,  who,  after  being  ino- 
culated with  the  cow-pox,  had  its  former  natural 
disposition  absolutely  changed  to  the  brutal,  so  that 
it  ran  upon  all  fours  like  a  beast,  bellowing  like  a 
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cow,  and  butting  with  its  head  like  a  bull."  Has 
Rowland  Hill  (who  seems  to  have  nothing  else  to  do 
or  so  much  at  heart)  made  the  necessary  inquiry,  and 
contradicted  the  above  on  proper  authority  ? — He  tells 
us  no  such  thing,  although  so  easily  in  his  power  to 
have  done  so  ;  therefore  we  must  conclude,  from  the 
general  tenor  of  his  conduct,  that  he  has  made  the  in- 
quiry, and  finding  it  but  too  true,  has  contradicted  the 
fact  bvagarbi  d  extract,  as  above,  and  with  assertions 
and  insinuations  equally  false,  illiberal,  and  characte- 
ristic. I  amtild  that  this  man  is  a  notorious  Methodist 
ranter;  ^and  if  in  his  religious  discourses  he  has  as  little 
regard  to  candour  and  truth  as  he  has  evinced  in  his 
statement  of  the  above  case,  he  must  be  a  public  de- 
ceiver.*

But  all  the  above,  although  bad  enough,  is  as  no* 
thing  to  what  has  occurred  since  then  ;  for,  how  will 
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the  public,  how  will  posterity,  and  especially  men  of 
science,  be  astonished  to  find,  that,  even  after  all  that 
has  been  proved,  beyond  a  possibility  of  doubt,  of  the 
innumerable  evils,  and  indeed  the  total  failure  of  this 
abominable  disease,  the  Lues  Bovilla,  or  Cow-Pox, 
and  after  an  hundred  more  Cases  against  it,  re- 
cently published,  the  strict  veracity  of  each  having 
been  completely  ascertained  and  established,  by  a 
physician  of  the  first  class,  for  candour,  judgment,  and 
professional  knowledge  and  experience,  Dr.  Moseley  ;* 
yet,  after  all  this,  those  very  Senators,  who  first  pro- 
posed coercive  vaccination  last  year,  have  again  made 
it  their  boast  in  Parliament,  and  with  exultation  stand 
forth,  not  only  as  supporters,  but  as  champions  of  vac- 
cination, or  cow-pox,  that  great  misfortune,  and  new 
dreadful  scourge  of  the  human  race  ;  and  even  propose 
to  waste  and  lavish  the  public  money  still  more  than 
the  a£lO,000  already  blindly  thrown  away,  and,  what 
is  of  infinitely  more  value  and  importance,  the  public 
approbation  and  countenance,  most  inconsiderately 
and  unjustly,  on  the  introducer  of  that  foul,  beastly 
disease  into  the  human  system  !

*  Besides  many  hundreds  of  cases  of  the  inutility  and  evils  of  it, 
exactly  similar  to  those  in  England,  transmitted  from  France  this 
present  year,  such  numbers  are  continually  appearing  here,  that 
above  nine  tenths  of  the  community  are  decidedly  against  it,  and 
from  the  best  of  all  reasons — experience ;  for  it  is  a  well  ascer- 
tained fact,  and  may  be  proved  every  day,  that  if  a  person  will  only 
inquire  promiscuously  in  any  street,  or  any  part  of  this  metropolis, 
he  may  receive  information  of  hundreds  of  instances  of  the  total 
fallacy  and  great  mischiefs  of  cow-pox  immediately,  and  still  more 
daily  occurring. 
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One  would  think  the  thing  impossible!  or  that 
they  never  read,  heard,  or  reflected. — But  they  have 
no  excuse  to  plead,  as  this  book  was  sent  to  each  of 
them,  gratis,  for  their  own  better  information,  and  for 
the  benefit  of  mankind.

Have  they  examined,  or  even  made  any  in- 
quiry of  those,  who  could  have  stated  the  truth  to 
them,  and  given  them  the  strongest  proofs  against  this 
malady,  in  multitudes  of  instances,  of  its  mischief  and 
failure  ?  Have  they  examined,  or  made  any  inquiry 
of  Mr.  Birch,  Mr.  Lipscomb,  Dr.  Squirrel!,  or  me, 
who  communicated  the  contents  of  this  book  to  them 
without  receiving  thanks  or  notice  ?

*  See  the  Literary  Panorama,  Aug.  1807,  in  which  the  Re* 
ports  of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  London,  Edin- 
burgh, and  Dublin,  are  inserted  at  length  :  wherein  it  will  appear 
what  gratitude  and  obligations  are  due  to  the  College  of  Physic  ans 
of  London,  for  their  liberalitv  of  sentiment,  and  extreme  regard 
to  the  health  and  safety,  as  well  as  the  freedom,  of  the  people  of 
England,  by  their  proposal  to  compel  them  all  to  be  cow-poxed  by 
Act  of  Parliament. 
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When  they  examined  any  one  on  that  subject* 
did  not  they  conduct  themselves  like  persons  who  were 
determined  not  to  admit  or  believe  any  thing  whatever 
against  it  I  Have  they  attended  to,  or  reported  the 
mass  of  evidence  against  it ;  the  multitudes  of  cases, 
and  instances  of  the  failure,  the  mischiefs,  and  shocking 
consequences  of  vaccination,  communicated  to  them 
by  one  of  their  own  body,  inferior  to  none  of  them- 
selves, in  judgment,  skill,  and  experience — Doctor 
Moseley  ? 

No.  They  adopted  no  such  measures.  AH  this- 
is  unnoticed  by  them ;  unless  our  informations  are 
passed  over  in  the  lump,  and  thrown  into  the  group 
of  the  ignorant  and  wicked  opposers  of  vaccination, 
whose  motives  they  arraign,  and  pronounce  to  be  evil, 
and  whose  intentions,  as  they  most  improperly  and 
falsely  assert,  are  to  deceive  and  mislead. 

But  on  what  ground  such  motives  can  be  laid  to 
the  charge  of  the  opposers  of  vaccination,  I  am  entirely 
at  a  loss  to  conceive ;  nor  can  all  the  unqualified  and 
illiberal  reflections,  and  unfounded  assertions  of  the 
Report,  reconcile  it  even  to  probability ;  although  it 
was  their  duty  to  have  established  this  charge  upon 
certain  and  unequivocal  proofs,  which  they  ought  to 
Jiave  adduced  also,  at  the  same  time  that  they  presumed 
to  advance  it. — Indeed,  it  is  directly  the  contrary. 
The  opposers  of  vaccination  could  not  possibly  be  in- 
fluenced by  any  motives  but  those  of  humanity,  founded 
upon  science,  truth,  and  experience,  in  which  honour- 
able cause  they  conscientiously  stood  forth,  evidently 
|  against  their  interest,  and  encountered  the  most  scan- 
dalous abuse  and  calumny,  from  an  host  of  preju- 
diced, violent  and  illiberal  foes  ;  and,  I  am  happy  to 
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find  and  observe,  with  success;  notwithstanding  the 
Reports  of  Colleges  of  Physicians,  and  bounties  of 
Parliaments  in  support  of  it. 

Does  it  appear,  then,  that  the  conduct  or  inquiries 
of  the  College  of  Physicians,  in  this  pretended  inves- 
tigation, have  been  fair,  open,  candid,  and  impartial  ? 
- — Certainly  not ;  but  directly  the  reverse :  for  they 
have  examined  only  partisans  of  vaccination,  and  so* 
cieties  in  support  of  it ;  yet  in  every  part  of  the  world 
the  pernicious  effects  of  vaccination  have  been  the 
same,  to  unfortunate  families  and  individuals,  as  in 
England  ;  but  no  subscriptions  and  societies  to  publish 
and  make  them  known,  as  there  are  to  proclaim  its 
mistaken  benefits. 

From  such  authority,  and  such  partial  sources,  have 
they  derived  their  information,  formed  their  report, 
and  behind  which  they  shield  and  shelter  themselves  1 

Such  being  the  real  fact,  their  Report  can  signify 
nothing,  being  founded  neither  on  impartiality,  sci- 
ence, or  truth.^Besides,  it  is  at  variance  with  the 
Report  of  the  College  of  Surgeons,  in  whose  hands 
vaccination  has  almost  exclusively  been  placed,  and 
from  whom  the  better  information  must  consequently 
be  expected  ;  yet  the  Report  of  the  College  of  Physi* 
cians  is  in  direct  contradiction,  and  extremely  disre* 
spectful  to  them. 

Let  us  examine  upon  what  grounds,  upon  what 
authority  they  contradict  them. 

We  find  it  is  upon  their  own  mere  ipsi  dixerunt 
alone,  against  the  strong  facts  and  documents  published 
by  the  College  of  Surgeons. 

Which,  then,  are  we  to  credit?  the  mere  un* 
founded  assertions  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  or  the 
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complete  and  authentic  proofs  of  the  College  of  Sur- 
geons ? — Certainly,  there  can  be  no  hesitation. 

The  Physicians,  to  speak  mildly,  have  made  a  gross 
and  grievous  mistake,  having  completely  committed 
themselves,  and  built  their  report  upon  quicksands ; 
therefore  it  must  inevitably  soon  fall.  But  that  of  the 
Surgeons  is  founded  upon  a  rock,  and  will  stand  for  ages 
a  monument  of  their  superior  candour  and  integrity. — 
Although,  in  426  answers  to  1,296  letters,  sent  by  the 
College  to  different  surgeons,  they  have  reported, 
"  that,  out  of  164,381  persons  vaccinated,  56  have  had 
the  small-pox,  66  have  had  eruptions,  26  inflamed 
arms,  and  3  died  which  statement  I  believe  to  be 
very  candid  and  just,  yet  it  is  not  to  be  concluded  that 
those  are  the  whole  of  the  failures  and  fatality  attending 
on  the  above  number  vaccinated.  Indeed,  it  is  sur- 
prising that  so  many  have  come  within  their  know- 
ledge ;  since,  as  soon  as  the  small-pox,  or  any  of  the 
cow-pox  diseases,  succeeds  after  vaccination,  the  pa-r 
rents  of  the  children,  or  persons  afflicted,  avoid  the  > 
vaccinator  like  a  pestilenpe,  curse  his  very  name,  and 
either  apply  to  other  practitioners  of  different  senti- 
ments for  assistance  and  relief,  or  depend  upon  nature 
alone,  and  fly  from  all  medical  men  whatever,  in 
whom,  after  such  cruel  deception,  they  can  place  no 
confidence. 

Thus,  it  is  clear  and  evident,  that  vaccinators,  or 
cow-poxers,  are  not  in  the  least  degree  competent  to 
afford  any  information  respecting  the  failures  andcvils 
of  the  cow-pox  ;  as  all  they  know  is  the  number  they 
Have  vaccinated.  Yet  it  is  from  such  authority,  and 
from  such  flimsy,  polluted  sources  of  information,  that 
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ithe  College  of  Physicians  acknowledge  they  have 
founded  their  Report. 

But  from  such  public  characters,  and  from  such  skil- 
ful professional  men  as  Dr.  Moseley,  and  the  opposers 
of  vaccination,  it  was,  that  real,  genuine,  and  just  infor- 
mation could  be  obtained ;  those  to  whom  the  afflicted 
applied  for  aid  and  relief  in  the  failures  and  mischiefs 
of  vaccination,  whose  experience  in  that  foul  malady 
(especially  Dr.  Moseley 's)  must  far  exceed  that  of  all  the 
cow-poxers  or  vaccinators  added  together.  Consider- 
•  ing  this,  I  have  no  doubt  but  that,  out  of  the  164,381 
persons  vaccinated,  one  twentieth  part  at  least,  viz, 
8,219,  have  already  either  been  afflicted  with  cow-pox 
diseases,  or  the  small-pox ;  and,  most  assuredly,  the 
greatest  part  of  the  remaining  156,162,  will  sooner  or 
^tater  have  the  small-pox,  against  which,  as  has  been 
proved,  the  cow-pox  can  afford  no  permanent  security. 
Perhaps,  also,  if  answers  had  b^n  received  to  the 
870  unacknowledged  letters,  ti  might  have  given 
an  account  of  the  evils  and  failures  not  mentioned  in 
the  426  answers  to  the  College  .  at  least,  it  is  but  fair 
and  reasonable  to  conclude,  ti  at  the  870  professional 
gentlemen,  who  did  not  transmit  answers,  are  really 
hostile  to  vaccination,  yet  do  not  find  or  think  it  pru- 
dent to  avow  it,  and  for  that  reason  were  silent  on  the 
subject*  All  this  is  of  infinite  importance  when  it  is 
known  that  vaccination  has  been  almost  exclusively  in. 
the  hands  of  surgeons,  and  militates  strongly  and  effec- 
tually against  the  Report  of  the  College  of  Physicians. 

Let  us  examine  into  this  Report.  It  asserts,  *  that 
the  opposers  of  vaccination  are  those  whose  predecessors* 

*  I  dare  say  that  Dr.  Moseley,  and  the  other  gentlemen  of 
science  who  disapprove  of  vaccination,  never  before  heard  or  under- 
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opposed  Small-pox  Inoculation  ?  and  '  that  every  objec- 
tion to  Vaccination  is  false:'' — yet  immediately  after 
acknowledges,  (  that  Vaccination  is  not  certain,  as  the 
security  derived from  it  is  not  absolutely  perfect?  and,  in 
the  3d  line  following,  asserts,  i  that  it  is,  as  the  failures 
are  only  alleged  ? —  yet,  in  the  next  sentence,  'again 
confesses  that  Small-pox  has  succeeded  Vaccination,  but 
that  it  has  been  rendered  milder  by  it ?  and  in  the  very 
same  sentence  acknowledges,  '  that  the  Small-pox  has 
been  violent  after  Vaccination? 

,  What  will  common  sense  and  reflection  conclude 
upon  all  this  contradiction  ?  — Is  such  a  Report  to 
decide  in  favour  of  Cow-pox  ? 

It  next  declares,  <  that  Vaccination  has  never  pro- 
duced any  mischief  or  other  diseases ;  and  that  all  those 
who  say  so,  are  ignorant  or  wicked,9 — Yet  the  Report  of 
the  College  ofSurgeons  (in  whose  hands  Vaccination  has 
been  almost  exclusively  placed)  in  the  Appendix  posi- 
tively states,  *  that  not  only  failures,  but  mischiefs,  dis- 
eases, and  deaths  have  been  brought  on  by  it, — There- 
fore, the  conclusion  is,  according  to  this  Report, 
that  the  whole  College  of  Surgeons,  as  well  as  all  who 
declare  these  truths,  are  ignorant  or  wicked. 

In  the  3d  section,  «  they  confess  their  total  igno- 
rance of  any  analogy  between  the  Cow-pox  and  the 
Small  pox,  and  that  they  cannot  account  by  what  means 
the  latter  is  prevented  by  the  former?  and  besides, 
«  that  the  evidence  is  not  universally  favourable9 — Yet, 
notwithstanding  this  confession,  most  strongly  vindi- 
cate, support,  and  recommend  it,  directly  against  sci- 
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stood  that  their  ancestors  opposed  inoculation  for  the  Small-pox, 
until  informed  by  this  sagacious.  Report. 
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«nce»  truth,  and  experience.  This  is  exactly  like  to 
a  person  going  a  journe}^  in  great  haste,  on  business 
of  the  utmost  importance,  to  a  distant  place,  the  road 
to  which  he  is  totally  ignorant  of,  and  binding  up  his 
eyes  before  he  sets  out. 

How  or  when  will  he  reach  the  end  of  his  journey  ? 

Such  is  the  conduct,  the  progress,  and  journey  of 
this  report. 

Oh,  Science  !  oh,  Shame  !  Where  are  you  to  be 
found  ?  Fairest  daughter  of  Heaven,  divine  Science, 
thou  blessing  to  mankind,  hast  thou  fled,  or  been  driven 
from  your  seat,  from  your  asylum,  where  you  ought 
to  be  cherished,  courted,  dwell,  and  flourish? 

The  very  next  assertion  of  the  Report  is  at  open 
Variance  with  real  truth  and  well  known  facts,  most 
•evident  to  all,  viz.  that  4  a  disease  so  nov-l,  so  unac- 
countable, was  at  first  received  with  caution  and  diffi- 
dence — wiiereas  it  is  notorious  to  the  whole  world, 
that  it  was  recejved  with  ardent  enthusiasm  ;  without 
reason,  reflection,  or  due  experience;  and  even 
s£iO,000  granted  by  Parliament,  live  or  six  years  ago, 
to  the  introducer  of  it,  most  precipitately  and  un- 
justly. Men  of  science  inconsiderately  committed  their 
character  in  the  support  of  it,  and  thereby  have 
/  brought  all  the  mischief  on  the  community,  and  cen- 
sure and  ridicule  upon  themselves,  in  defending  it 
against  science,  truth,  and  experience.  For  the  fact 
is,  that  the  enthusiastic  ardour  in  favour  of  vacci- 
nation, went  beyond  folly,  it  was  actually  madness, 
and  became  a  disease  ;  and  had  the  Report  stated 
that  every  objection  against  Vaccination,  although  found' 
ed  on  reason,  science,  truth,  and  experience,  and  sup- 
ported by  multitudes  of  incontrovertible  facts,  was  re- 
ceived 
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ceived  by  vaccinators,  and  the  public,  not  with  caution 
and  diffidence,  but  absolutely  with  discredit  and  insult, 
that  would  have  been  most  strictly  true. 

The  College  of  Physicians  was  desired  to  in- 
quire into  the  state  of  Vaccination,  and  report  their 
opinion  on  it,  upon  evidence,  and  what  has  retarded 
its  progress.  But,  in  this  Report,  they  have  written  a 
libel  on  Small-pox  inoculation  (totally  unfounded,  and 
unjust),  on  which  their  opinion  was  not  required. 

After  all  this,  which  must  have  a  proper  effect 
upon  every  person  of  common  understanding,  the  rest 
of  the  Report,  being  perfectly  similar  and  consistent, 
merits  no  farther  notice  ;  only  let  the  following  obser- 
vation have  due  weight— that  the  great  mass  of  the 
people,  the  lower  orders,  are  decidedly  against  it,  from 
the  best  of  all  reasons — experience  of  its  failure,  and 
numberless  evil  consequences  in  their  own  families; 
for  they  never  read,  and  cannot  have  been  influ- 
enced by  any  thin^  that  has  been  written  or  pub- 
lished against  it ;  nor  can  their  utter  abhorrence  of  it 
be  attributed  to  prejudice,  they  having  universally 
submitted  to  it  on  their  children,  at  first,  with  perfect 
cheerfulness  and  approbation ;  since  then,  however, 
woefully  and  fatally  reversed. 

As  to  what  is  said  of  the  shocking  prints  which 
have  retarded  the  progress  of  Vaccination,  let  it  be 
known  and  remembered,  that  the  supporters  of  Cow- 
pox,  even  the  Jennerean  Society  themselves,  first 
caused  the  most  abominable  prints  in  favour  of  it  to  be 
published  and  spread  all  over  the  world— (viz.  May 
14M,  1804,  done  by  William  Dar ton  and  James  Har- 
vey, for  the  Jennerean  Society,  at  the  Central  House  in 
Salisbury-Square,   Fleet-street,  LondonJ—So  that  if 
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they  have  been  attacked,  and  vanquished  also,  even  in 
that,  by  their  own  weapons,  there  is  nothing  unfair  or 
improper  in  this,  nor  have  they  any  reason  to  complain. 

That  part  of  their  Report  which  states  that  one  in  i 
300  dies  in  small-pox  inoculation,  is  completely  con- 
futed in  pages  74  and  75  of  this  book. 

No  report  of  any  number  of  persons,  let  their 
situation  be  what  it  may,  will  or  can  prove  what 
is  not  real;  indeed,  so  palpably  so  on   the  pre- 
sent subject,  that  they  might  as  well  endeavour  to  i 
establish,  by  their  Report,  that  two  and  two  make 
six.    If  500  persons  declare  that  2  and  2  make  6,  or 
at  noon-day  shut  their  eyes  against  the  light  of the: 
sun,  and  positively  declare  and  report  that  it  is  then 
utter  darkness  ;  and  only  five  persons  insist  that  2  and 
2  make  only  4,  and,  with  their  eyes  open,  declare  it  is  i 
light;  the  five  are  outvoted  by  numbers,  but  is  their : 
assertion  less  true  ?    Or  is  the  declaration  and  report  of 
the  five  hundred  less  fallacious,  or  in  the  least  con-  : 
vincing  ?— Certainly  not.  But  such  is  the  blindness,  the  s 
folly,  the  obstinacy  of  prejudice,  especially  when  sup-  § 
ported  and  cherished  by  the  public  countenance  ! 

As  a  body  of  scientific  men,  several  of  whom  I. 
greatly  respect  and  esteem,  I  am  inclined  to  honour 
the  College  of  Ph}isicians,  and  wish  to  investigate  their  I 
Report  with  delicacy  and  tenderness  ;  but  truth,  can-, 
dour,  and  public  dutj*  supersede  all  personal  regard, 
and  must  decide  in  favour  of  humanity,  the  good  of  - 
ourfellow-creatures,  and  the  protection  of  the  rising 
race  of  mankind,  against  a  new,  foul,  and  fatal  disease  p 
yet  I  will  not  say  what  true  science,  and  knowledge  of 
the  human  constitution,  and  of  the  nature  of  diseases, 
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might  enable,  and  really  almost  compels  me  to  urge  against 
them.— Many  of  them,  as  well  as  of  the  surgeons  and 
apothecaries,  have  most  inconsiderately  and  zealously 
supported  this  new  foul  disease,  vaccination,  before  they 
understood  it ;  and  have  thus  pledged  their  professional 
skill  and  character  (on  which  their  very  living  de- 
pends) in  its  favour.  If  they  now  recede  publicly  (al- 
though their  judgments  have  long  been  perfectly  con- 
vinced of  the  total  failure  and  mischief  of  cow-pox), 
it  must  be  at  the  risk,  and  even  almost  certainty,  of 
giving  up  their  bread,  as  well  as  their  professional  re- 
putation ;  for  this  is  the  sole  and  real  cause  that  they 
continue  to  persist  in  their  error. 

Surely,  what  I  have  stated  is  sufficient  to  convince 
any  reasoning  reflecting  person  ;  but  much  more 
might  be  advanced  against  this  abominable,  filthy  dis- 
ease, this  cherished,  rickety,  darling  child  of  Preju- 
dice, as  well  as  against  the  judgment  and  scientific 
skill  of  those  who  have  so  completely  exposed  them- 
selves to  censure  by  supporting  it :  for  it  is  well  known, 
and  universally  acknowledged,  that,  unless  there  is  a 
general  analogy  between  diseases,  they  can  have  no 
relation  to  each  other,  and  must  be  of  a  different 
genus,  and  description.  If  so,  it  must  be  impossible 
for  one  to  prevent  the  other.  That  there  is  no  analogy 
whatever,  in  the  khost  material  points,  between  the 
Lues  Bovilla,  or  Cow-pox,  and  the  Small-pox,  is  plain 
and  evident ;  because,  the  Small-pox  never  occurs  but 
once  to  the  same  person  (whatever  vaccinators,  in  the 
imbecility  of  their  own  cause,  may  assert  to  the  con- 
trary) ;  but  it  is  a  well  established  fact,  that  the  Cow- 
pox  may  occur  by  inoculation,  to  the  same  person, 
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hot  only  every  year  of  his  existence,  but  several  times 
in  the  same  year. 

After  this,  who,  with  common  sense,  will  say 
or  think,  that  such  a  disease  can  be  a  permanent 
defence  against  the  Small-pox  ?— -The  thing  is  impos- 
sible and  absurd.  For,  according  to  their  own  prin- 
ciple, and  according  to  their  own  reasoning  and  ac- 
knowledgment, a  person  must  be  inoculated  with  the 
Cow-pox,  not  only  every  year,  but  every  month  of 
his  life,  before  he  can  be  pronounced  or  considered 
safe  from  the  infection  of  the  Small-pox. — Besides  this? 
it  is  known  that  any  person,  whose  system  is  impreg- 
nated with  mercury,  will  resist  the  infection  of  the 
Small-pox,  while  the  power  and  influence  of  the  mer- 
cury remains  in  the  habit. — I  know  also,  and  can  pro- 
duce persons,  who,  after  being  inoculated  several  times 
with  the  Small-pox  without  effect,  and  even  resisting 
the  infection  after  sleeping  along  with  the  infected,  yet 
received  the  Small-pox  six  years  afterwards  ;  and  I 
saw  a  child  in  Islington,  in  1797,  that  had  been  inocu- 
lated four  times  with  the  Small-pox  without  effect, 
before  vaccination  was  introduced.  Was  this  Cow- 
pox  prevention  ? 

Where,  then,  was  the  reflection,  the  judgment, 
the  penetration  and  skill  of  our  men  of  science  ? — All 
lulled  asleep  by  large  potions  of  enthusiastic  philan- 
thropy, which  overwhelmed  their  faculties. 

And  even  since  they  have  recovered  their  under- 
standings, and  awoke  to  the  light  of  truth  and  true 
science,  having  at  first  so  completely  committed  them- 
selves, and  their  professional  character,  they  continue 
blundering  from  absurdity  to  absurdity,  for  want  pf 
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candour  and  courage  publicly  to  acknowledge  their 
former  mistaken  opinion. 

Let  it  not  be  forgot,  that  the  immortal  Sydenham 
was  opposed  by,  and  contended  against,  the  whole 
College  of  Physicians  of  London  ->  yet  science  and  truth 
at  length  prevailed,  and  his  system  is  now  universally 
adopted. 

This  controversy  may  be  brought  within  a  nut- 
shell, and  the  comprehension  of  a  child. 

Cow-pox  was  introduced  into  the  human  system 
as  a  preventive  of  Small-pox.  It  must  either  be  a  pre- 
ventive, or  not. — If  it  is  not,  the  original  intention  of 
it  is  disappointed,  and  it  is  useless,  if  ever  so  mild  and 
innocent;  but  if  it  deranges  the  system,  it  is  evil.  A 
single  case  of  Small-pox  occurring  after  vaccination? 
was  once  universally  allowed  to  be  a  sufficient  and  de- 
cisive proof  of  its  inutility.  During  a  trial  of  eight 
years,  innumerable  instances  of  its  failure,  as  well  <.s 
mischiefs,  have  been  proved  and  well  authenticated. 
The  College  of  Surgeons  (the  most  competent  to  af» 
ford  true  information  therein)  have  publicly  and  can- 
didly reported,  failures,  diseases,  and  deaths,  occa- 
sioned by  k :  therefore,  let  it  now  rest ;  let  it  be  discon- 
tinued as  useless  ;  let  it  be  avoided  as  deleterious  ;  and, 
like  animal  magnetism,  and  metallic  tractors,  the  dis- 
ease, the  mania,  as  well  as  the  practice  of  Vaccination, 
will  soon  end,  and  be  forgotten,  except  in  the  remem- 
brance of  the     10,000  thrown  away  upon  it. 

This  is  exactly  the  present  state  of  Vaccination, 
and  its  supporters ;  which  it.  requires  neither  scientific; 
know  ledge,  nor  any  Report  of  Colleges  of  Physicians, 
but  mere  common  sense  alone,  entirely  to  comprehend, 
and  perfectly  to  understand ;  nor  can  it  need  any 
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deep  penetration  to  discover  where  the  ignorance  rests. 
—Oh,  Prejudice,  how  ignorant,  how  obstinately  blind 
and  audacious  art  thou. 

Inoculation  of  Small-pox  has  been  in  general  use 
for  above  200  years,  and  has  been  found  safe  and  cer- 
tain. / 

inoculation  of  Cow-pox  has  been  in  use  only  eight 
years,  and  has  been  proved  uncertain  and  dangerous. 

The  first  cost  nothing;   the  last  cost  Govern* 
ment  cflOjOOO,— for  worse  than  nothing. 

Legislators  !  before  you  commit  yourselves  a  second 
time,  consider,  reflect,  and  attend  to  the  voice  of  truth, 
and  humanity,  in  whose  laudable,  just,  and  honourable 
cause  I  address  you  ;  for  I  have,  and  can  have,  no  other 
motive  whatever.  I  know  nothing  of  the  Jennerean 
Society,  and  none  of  its  members,  even  by  name ;  and, 
from  my  heart  and  soul,  I  wish  well  to  all  mankind. 

Recollect,  that   the  public  money  is  not  your 
own,  and  that  you  ought  not  to  bestow  it,  nor  the  na^ 
tional  countenance  and  approbation,  unless  upon  me- 
rit and  real  desert,  ascertained  upon  established  and 
satisfactory  proofs  and  evidence,  beyon  \  all  possibility 
even  of  doubt.— In  this  instance  it  is  so  far  from  being 
so,  that  the  great  body  of  the  people  are  astonished, 
and  extremely  dissatisfied,  at  even  the  proposal ;  rightly 
considering,  that  too  much  has  been  blindly  wasted 
already  for  so  bad  a  purpose. 
;     What  will  those  unfortunate  persons,  whose  mar~. 
tyFed  families  have  been  sacrificed  by  it,  say  or  think 
of  your  conduct  ?    What  can  be  my  sentiments,  who 
lost  a  child  by  it,  and  saw  the  poor  innocent  infant  ex- 
pire, after  suffering  the  most  cruel  tortures,  and  ago-? 
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nizing  pain,  for  six  months,  in  that  beastly,  abomina- 
ble malady  ? — What  effect  must  the  above  Report,  and 
your  subsequent  proceedings,  have  upon  the  minds  of 
such,  and  there  are  multitudes  of  such,  sufferers  ?  Can 
it  restore  to  them  their  lost  and  martyred  children,  or 
afford  them  any  consolation  to  their  grief? — No ;  far 
from  that :  for  it  is  an  insult  on  their  understandings, 
and  a  cruel  wound  to  the  feelings  of  their  hearts. 

Senators  of  Britain  !  read,  reflect,  and  deliberate 
seriously,  and  without  prejudice,  before  you  decide. 
Hear  the  testimony  of  truth,  humanity,  and  justice. 
Consider  and  recollect,  that  one  fact  is  of  more  value, 
force,  and  efficacy,  than  ten  thousand  assertions,  or 
even  arguments. 

Call  for,  and  attend  to  evidence  of  facts,  multi- 
tudes of  which  stare  you  in  the  face :  weigh  all  this  in 
your  minds,  and  then— be  candid— be  just. 

The  cause  is  most  important.  It  is  not  for  your- 
selves that  you  decide  :  for  I  intreat  you  to  bear  in 
your  minds,  that  the  welfare  or  destruction  of  thousands 
is  in  your  hanals--pf  the  innocent  and  helpless,  whom 
it  is  your  duty  to  protect,  not  inconsiderately  to  de- 
stroy. Make  use  of  your  own  understanding  and 
judgment ;  for,  on  this  subject,  as  on  every  mere  mat- 
ter of  fact  alone,  you  are  much  more  competent  to  de- 
cide, than  an}-  body  of  scientific  men,  already  com- 
mitted by  having  inconsiderately  supported  erroneous 
opinions  against  real  skill,  truth,  and  experience. 

I  once  more,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  repeat,  and 
urge,  the  necessity,  prudence,  and  propriety  of  the 
Legislature  not  interfering  therein  ;  and  that  Vaccina- 
tion may  bp  suffered  to  stand  or  fall  by  its  own  merits 
or  defects.

However,  I  have  now  performed  my  duty  to  God,  to 
my  country,  and  to  mankind,  according  to  my  conscience. 
—I  have  stood  forwardin  the  cause  of  truth,  science,  and 
humanity; — and  although  Parliament  has  been  pleased 
to  vote  e£20,000  more,  to  the  utter  astonishment  of  the 
nation,  in  the  present  time  of  public  distress,  added  to 
the  former  e£lO,000,  being  no  less  than  ^30,000,  as  a 
reward  to  the  introducer  of  that  disease,  against  which, 
before  aR  men  of  science  and  impartiality — before  the 
whole  world,  and  posterity,  I  enter  this,  as  the  strong, 
solemn,  and  well-founded  protest  of  ail  those  benevolent 
persons,  as  well  as  myself,  and  the  great  mass  of  the 
people,   who  oppose  Vaccination. 

But,  neither  the  Report  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians, the  whole  $£30,000  just  granted  in  conse^ 
quence  of  it,  nor  the  countenance  of  Parliament,  which 
ought  to  have  been  of  infinitely  more  value,  can  alter 
or  controvert,  a  single  fact,  vij&.  '  that  Vaccination  is  a 
fatal  and  destructive  evil,  instead  of  a  benefit  to  mankind? 
: — Yet  this  measure  will  have  the  pernicious  effect,  for  a 
time,  of  discountenancing  science,  suppressing  truth, 
and  rendering  the  people  extremely  dissatisfied  with  a 
Government,  which,  notwithstanding  some  errors  (for 
humanum  est  err  are),  is  at  present  certainty  the  best  in 
the  known  world.
